A FITTING pendant to the German news is supplied in our 
reports about what we can only call the Danzig 
outrage.

The 
Constitution provides for the equal treatment of all citizens 
and residents. A glance at our news columus will show with 
what cynical effrontery it is being trampled in the mud. There 
is a High .Commissioner in the Free City—Mr. Lester—who 
is appointed by the League. Recently he presented a report 
to the League in which he cited the Declaration issued ly 
the President of the Senate, which is in effect, the Government. 
The declaration was issued in order to allay misgivings as 
regards the position of the Jews. It stated that such fears are 
absolutely unjustified, and that ill-treatment of the Jews would 
be contrary to the Constitution. Our own advices show how the 
Constitution is being cunningly circumvented, and the whole bag 
of Nazi tricks, official and unofficial, is being exploited against the 
Jewish population. The number of Jews im Danzig is rapidly 
decreasing. With tragic irony those who remain are appesling 
to the Jews of Poland, the blind asking to be led by the blind. 
Mr. Lester believes himself to be powerless—powerless even 
to prevent incitement against Jews at meetings and in the 
Press, powerless even to prevent anti-Jewish songs from being 
taught in the schools.

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Obituary 


The late Lady Waley Cohen 


The remains of the late Lady Waley Cohen were buried on Friday 
morning in the Jewish Cemetery on the Mount of Olives, Jerusalem. 


Miss HANNA F. Conen, O.B.E. (President of the Jewish Board 
of Guardians) who describes herself as “ an old school-fellow and a 
life-long friend,” writes: 

The obituary notice of Lady Waley Cohen in your current issue 
refers in the main to her public activities, but no mere list of the 
causes which she served can give any idea of her remarkable 
personality. She was a loyal colleague and an admirable Chairman, 
full of resource and not afraid of responsibility; she gave not only 
her time and money, she gave active sympathy and human under: 
standing. The high spirits and ingenui y, which found vent in 
childhood in an endearing naughtiness all her own, were used in 
later life for the benefit of others. Over and over again she would 
undertake and carry to a successful issue the most unpromising 
venture, in order to find or make a fitting hole for some forbiddingly 
angular peg; but it was perhaps in private life that she was the 
most remarkable, a private life so full of serenity and sunshine that 
it attracted within its orbit an ever-widening circle of relatives and 
friends At Highgate and in Somerset, she and Sir Robert kept 
almost open house; and however seemingly full their home might 
be, room was always found for yet another unexpected guest. She 
Was generous toa fault. Asa schoolgirl she saved her sixpences 
to he!p buy a trousseau for a friend, and in later years was never 
known to refuse her help to any worthy cause, She had a keen 
sense of humour and immense zest for life, and she bad a wide 
range of interests: she enjoyed arace meeting no less than a picture 
gallery; she was full of gaiety and courage; she was simple and 
Sincere because she had nothing to hide; trusted and beloved because 
she was staunch ani loyal. 

Mr. B. A. FERSHT writes: 

The passing of Lady Waley Cohen will be felt in many of our Instita- 
tions, and not least in the Achei B'rith, The deceased shared all her 
husband's interests in the welfare of the Community and in alike degree 
shared with him his interest in the Jewish Friendly Societies. Following 
the foundation of the Sir Robert Waley Cohen Lodge in North-West 
London, a ladies’ lodge was established--the Lady Waley Cohen Lodge— 
and thus her name was linked with the Achei B'rith. Her association 
Was au inspiration to the members and helped to make the Lodge the 
most popular institution in North-West London. Social service became 
their supreme effort and they linked the Lady Waley Cohen Lodge 
with all the movements for the raising of funds for Jewish and non- 
Jewish causes, and gave freely of their services.

The Union 
claimed her interest in many branches of its work, especially in the 
scheme for providing housing accommoedation for Jewish ladies and, more 
recently, in the administration of the Helen Lucas Hostel Fund. Ags 
one of the Trustees of the Fund, the object of which is to help 

entiewomen in need of rest or convalescent treatment, Lady 

aley Cohen gave constant proof of her sympathy with those who 
applied tothe Committee for this form of assistance, at the same time 
Gemanding careful investigation of the applicant's circumstances. 
This was characteristic of her approach to all forms of social work— 
ever ready to listen, to help and to put a merciful construction on the 
facts brought to her notice, yet insisting upon thorough investigation end 
careful control of expenditure in every direction. Lady Waley Cohen's 
special know/ledge of the varius forms of assistance, open to the educated 
woman who had fallen on evil times, was very great; and her valuable 
experience in this direction was freely given to the Union of Jewish 
Women. The urge to relieve suffering and make life happier for those 
in distress went far beyond so-called ‘“‘charitable endeavour,’’ for her 
practical advice and loving sympathy were ever at the command of those 
who needed help—rich or poor alike. She will be sorely missed.

ABRAM ADDA BEY (Alexandria) 
|\From our Correspondent—Catro]| 


Fgyptian Jewry has sustained a loss by the death of Abram Adda 
Bey, one of the oldesi and wealthiest members of the Jewish Community 
of Alexandria, which occurred in this 
city on January 16th. The deceased 
never played an active part in Com- 
munal or public life. A modest man, 
gifted with generous feelings, he 
practised charity unostent:tiously 
on a large scale. He made a gift, 
over ten years ago, to the city of 
Alexandria of an_ International 
Ophthalmological Hospital (valued at 
£°0,000). With his sons, whom he 
always associated with his public 
benefictions, he erected at Alexan- 
dria a special building (valued at 
£10.000) to serve as a Home for Aged 
Jews, under the care of a Ladies’ 
Committee. He presented the Jewish 
Community of Cairo with a Syna- 
gogue, which is being erected at 
Koubbeh Gardens at the cost of 
£8,000. When it was decided in 
1925 to establish, at Alexandria, a 
new Jewish school, known as the 
“Lycée de l'Union dJuive pour 
Enseignement,” the deceased pro- 
vided its funds with over £2,000. He 
also bequeathed various sums of money, to be distributed after his death, 
to several Jewish philanthropic institutions of Cairo and Alexandria, 
The last princely gift of the deceased in favour of his less fortunate 
brethren was made last year, when he contributed to the extent of 
approximately £3,100, out of the £15,400 collected among Egyptian Jewry, 
for the purpose of sttling German Jewish refugees in Eretz Yisrae}, 
in the new colony “ Yedidia.” The initiative of devoting the funds 
collected at Alexandria to Jewish colonisation in Palestine, was 
entirely due to Mr. Joseph A. Adda, one of the sons of the deceased, 
and himself a warm supporter of the Zionist cause. The late 
Abram Adda Bey was born in Cairo in September 1858 and started 
to work with his father, Vittorio Adda, at the early age of fourteen, 
After spending many years in the Province as cotton merchant, he estab- 
lished himself in the same capacity at Alexandra, where he acquired 
considerable interests in financial and estate enterprises. He was the 
President of the Board of the Eastern Export Company 8.A., and of the 
“Société Anonyme des Immenubles de 1|’Est,” both of which he founded, 
He was also a Director of the Société Générale de Pressage et de Dépéts. 
The law now ruling the protection of the cotton seed, which is the main 
factor of this country’s prosperity, was inspired to the Egyptian Govern- 
ment by Mr. Abram Adda (as he then was). In recognition of his activity 
and philanthropic achievements, King Fuad I. conferred upon him, in 
1925, the title of Bey (ist class). His funeral was attended by many 
representatives of the Government and the Chief Rabbis of Alexandria 
and Cairo. 


ABRAM ADDA BEY 


The Portsmonth Congregation has lost one of its oldest members in 
the person of Mr. MAX GREENBAUM. The deceased was a member of the 
Executive of the Congregation for over twenty-five years, and was 4 
Founder and Treasurer of the Portsmouth Melchett Dividend Society. 

Lithuanian Jewry has lost its “Grand Old Man,” by the death, at 
the age of 91, of M. IsseER BER WOLF. He was one of the leaders of the 
Jewish Community and of the Zionist Movement in Lithuania for a 
considerable period. His wife, who died a few years ago, was a great 
granddaughter of the Wilna Gaon. 


A service in memory of the late Lady RoTHscHILD was held in the 
hall of the Brady Street Boys’ Club last week. The Rev. E. Lipson and 
Mr. 8. Ansell officiated. Mr. Ernest Lesser addressed the gathering and 
said that the foundation of the Associated Clubs in 1896 was only made 
possible by the munificence of Lady Rothschild. She had taken a deep 
personal interest in the Club until her death,

It cannot make the 
unemployed Jew starve rather than violate the Sabbath day. The 
most it could hope to accomplish would be to force Congregations not 
to elect Sabbath-breakers to office and todrive from power those who 
are driven in cars on the day of rest because they are on religious 
business bent. But the success even of such action is doubtful. to 
say the least of it. Nor can l imagine any Congregation parting 
with its female choristers without a struggle. In fact, the new 
Beth Din would be up against all the difficult conditions which 
render the task of the existing body so hard. It would create 
religious strife. But its writ would not runin English Jewry, It 
would be stranded high and dry. And if it did not embark on an 
aggressive policy such as I have described, its influence upon the 
grave situation which prevails today would be no greater than that 
of the Beth Din we already have. 


N my humble belief, therefore, the advocates of undiluted Orilo- 
, doxy, as they conceive it, should turn about and change their 
course. Instead of addressing their efforts to the constitution of the 
present Beth Din, they should busy themselves with the rank and file 
of the Community. They should grasp the fact that however they 
may fashion the legal tribunal it will matter little so long as great 
numbers are careless Of the tribunal's decisions. The determining 
factor is not the personnel of the Beth Din but the mentality of the 
Community. Let the Orthodox dissentients go forth among the 
people, and try to produce a change of heart among them, They 
have every right to such action. Let them be the prophets of the 
new-old Jewry, as they dream of it, trying by persuasion and appeal 
and teaching to bring the people bark to the “old paths.” (nti 
they do, no other means will avail in what is after all a land of 
religious liberty. Jf they do, and they succeed, all things will be 
added unto them, even unto the three representatives on the Beth 
Din—and more.

_ LESSONS FROM THE SIDRA 


Slavery from Choice 


By the Rev. EPHRAIM LEVINE, M.A, 


Exodus, chs. 21—24 


Nowhere in the Bible is the practical common sense and 
humaneness of the Jewish law more evident than in these chapters. 
Strange as it may appear, our traducers find them a happy hunting. 
ground for alleged weaknesses in our judicial system. Ignoring 
altogether the fact that these laws date from the childhood of the 
world, they would charge Israel with the creation of a code of laws 
which taught the world the evil lessons of man's right to enslave 
his brother, and punishment by vindictive retaliation. It is late in 
the day to reply that even if the laws are understood as they stand, 
they are far in advance of any contemporaneous legislation and, in 
their practical administration, fitted to be the guides of modern 
society. Sufficient has been written to vindicate the meaning and 
the purpose of the “ Eye for Eye” or Lex Talionis regulations; but 
they are still held up as examples of Jewish barbarity. In effect, 
the law is but the accepted canon of all legislation that equivalent 
penalty should follow the commission of crime, not as a sign of retalia- 
tion but rather as a warning and deterrent. It is futile to attempt 
to provide clear vision to jaundiced eyes, or to hope that the truth 
will prove stronger than prejudice. The best we can do is to hold fast 
to our beliefs that we have set before the world asystem of laws which 
enable man to live, and the neglect of which leads to chaos. If 
man's inhumanity to man is more dominant in modern civilisation 
than love and sympathy, it is not because Jewish law has given 
such a lead; it is because the principles which our chapters 
enunciate are systematically ignored. 

The Jewish regulations regarding slavery will provide us with 
an example of this humane touch. It bas taken the world all these 
centuries to convince Mankind of the evils inherent in a system 


which permits one man to hold his brother in subjection. Nor is 
the evil completely gone in some places and in some forms. So we 


need not poiut the finger of reproach at Israel and ridicule a code 
which provided regulations for an age which regarded slavery as a 
necessary adjunct of society. But a study of these laws will 
speedily reveal the desire to reduce slavery to a minimum and to 
plead for the rights of the individual. At the end of six years, a slave 
could regain his freedom. After that period, the responsibility lay 
with the man himself; whether he would take his place as a freeman, 
or prefer to remain in subjection all his life. If he chose the former 
alternative he was free to go forth and establish himself as man 
was intended to be, free to take his place in a society of servants of 
only one Master—God. If he preferred the latter alternative and for 
the reasons of self-comfort or indifference to his status, he chose 
p2rmanent slavery, his master had the right to brand him with a 
permanent mark of his condition. His ear was to be pierced, and 
for all time he bore the evidence of his voluntary enslavement. 
Note the voluntary act on the part of the slave, and the fact 
that the ear was the organ affected. It was the tongue which 
made the declaration involving voluntary slavery and the tongue 
might have borne the mark of this inferiority choice. But, as 
the Midrash reminds us, every man who stood at the foot of Mount 
Sinai heard the pronouncement of God calling every individual to 
his service and proclaiming the right of the individual to accept his 
deliverance from Egypt as a token of divine recognition of man: 
and if a man could listen to this unmoved and remain indifferent 
to such a call, his ear, which could hear such a declaration and allow 
it to pass unheeded, should testify to his preference. The conditions 
of slavery were not hard, and they at least assured a living and 
bodily comforts. tut they involved an inferior status in opposition 
to the word of the living God. | 
Apart from the considerations suggested by the literal under. 
standing of this provision, the law strikes a higher note. It 
seems to sound the warning to value freedom and the rights of the 
individual and to guard against the temptation to choose the line 
of least resistance and to barter away one’s individuality for a 
semblance of satisfaction. If we prefer this to realising our destiny, 
we deserve to bear the brand of our inferiority. In ancient times, 
slavery may have had one form which the context describes. 
Nowadays it assumes many forms, some of them not outwardly 
unpleasant. ‘There are slaves of custom, of environment, of expedi- 
ency, of success; and often Israe!, preferring to stop his ears lest 
they hear the voice which spoke from Sinai and which called us to 
the true conception of man’s vocation, goes into a permanent 
voluntary slavery, and the world sees him bearing the mark. We 
often wonder why Jews are branded with this particular mark and 
why discredit so often falls upon us as a community when all the 
time it is merely the world’s manner of assessing the value we 
ourselves set upon our claims to be a wise and understanding 
people. With all the lessons of history before us, and all the 
knowledge gained by a long and bitter experience in the hard 
school of the world, we who know the difference between 
slavery and freedom will often wilfully condemn ourselves to a state 
of servitude for the temporary satisfaction it offers, instead of seizing 
the opportunity to go free and assert our rights to be masters of 
Civilisation and not its servants. It was not to such an end 
that our fathers were summoned from Sinai when the voice of God 
sounded the first notes of Freedom.

Mr. B, L. Q. HENRIQUES, J.P., submitted the fol'owing resolution : 

That every endeavour should be made to enable the children of parents who 
are receiving a fixed allowance from the Board who have been accepted into the 
Central and Secondary schools, and who are considered by the Headmaster to 
be likely to benefit by remaining at school, to continue at the school beyond the 
age of fourteen. 

A long discussion ensued on this resolution. 

The PRESIDENT said that it had never been the practice of the Board 
to interfere with, or hamper, education, but many members had felt that 
unless a boy showed outstanding merit, he should not be encouraged to 
remain at school after the compulsory age, if his family had to rely upon 
the Board for an a'lowance to maintain themselves. The outlook would 
be changed if the school-leaving age was raised.

‘rope, has been exhausted at these insults, and the JUEDISCHE

that the filthy campaign which he is now conducting against 
the Jews would be disapproved of in decent German circles, 
if attention were drawn to it through the aid of a libel triai.

Ministry of “ Justice” 

Apart from this flerce campaign conducted by the anti-Semitic 
Press, two new official decrees of the Government have been added 
to the burden of Jewry. One was issued last week by the Ministry 
of Justice officially prohibiting “ Aryan” lawyers from representing 
Jewish colleagues in court in case of the latter's illness or other 
inability to appear personally. The same decree states that in 
course of time “ non-Aryans"’ will not be admitted to appear before 
German courts at all. In other words as soon as the present 
generation of Jewish lawyers passes, no Jew will be able to plead 
before a German court. 

The second decree is from the Ministry of Education, and 
proclaims that Nazi “ racial science"’ has been made an obligatory 
subject in all German schools. To ensure the cor:ect anti-Semitic 
interpretation of “ racial science” the Ministry proposes that only 
specially qualified teachers shall be permitted to instruct the young 
in this branch of Nazi culture. 


Hans Blunck’s Change of Front 

But the greatest blow of all dealt to Jewish expectations bas coma 
from a quarter where it was expected least of all. The President of 
the Reich Chamber of Literature, Hans Blunck, who was recently in 
the news for aspeech which was interpreted as the first Nazi attempt 
at a peace concordat with the Jews, has now delivered another speech. 
Addressing a gathering of leading German publishers, be pointed out 
that whereas the Jews had been expelled from practically every 
trade, industry and profession in Germany, they still retained a 
strong foothold in the publishing business. The biggest publishing 
houses in Germany were still largely owned andrun by Jews. ‘Duis 
the Nazi “ peacemaker" considered to be an inexcusable state of 
affairs which must be rectified without delay. He foreshadowed 
the coming of Government legislation to deal specially with book 
publishing and predicted that towards the end of 1935 German 
book publishing would be free from Jewish influence like most 
other German enterprises. In the meantime, however, he appealed 
to the patriotism of his listeners not to wait for the coming legis- 
lation, but to act at once in the interest of purifying German 
publishing from Jewish influence. As a first step in this direction, 
he suggested the dismissal of all Jewish editors, readers and other 
employees still left in the industry. : 

His words were not without effect. In a few days from the 
delivery of this speech the remnant of the Jewish workers in the 
old Ullstein Verlag were dismissed, including even wounded war 
veterans, who are officially exempted from the Aryan paragraph. A 
similar “cleansing process" is expected in several of the other 
publishing houses, especially in the Mosse Verlag, which still 
employs over seventy Jewish workers, in spite of the two years’ 
Nazi regime. 

As to the other forecasts of Herr Blunck with regard to the 
coming legislation dealing with the publishing business, it is 
expected in Berlin that a new decree will prohibit “ non-Aryan” 
publishing houses publishing books by “Aryans.” It will also 
provide that German authors will not be allowed to contribute to 
“non-Aryan” publications and similarly that Jewish authors may 
not write for “ Aryan ™ publications. 

Thus ends the promise of a Nazi “peace concordat" with the 
Jews. Thus ends the’ hope of German Jewry that a favourable 
settlement of the Saar question would bring a change for the better 
in their position. | 


Berlin Jews Lose Citizenship 
On Monday, the Police President of Berlin deprived 207 
persons of citizenship. They were all residents in Berlin, 
mostly Jews who had immigrated from Poland or Russia between 
1918 and 1938, and the revocation extends to wives and families. 
On the list is the name of Ernst Lubitsch, the famous fi!m director, 
who is not an Ostjude. He was born in Berlin, on 29th January, 1592.

Persecution Intensified 


Thwarting the Constitution 


When Arthur Greiser was elected President of the Danzig 
Benate, on the retirement of Dr. Rauschning at the end of last 
year, he gave the following pledge to the Volkstag (City 
Council): “ Every honest man in the Free City of Danzig is 
under the protection of the State and its authority; for the 
Government and its bodies, loyal to the letter of the Constitu- 
tion, will make no distinction in respect of occupation, faith, 
race or nation. Everyone who works in the area of the Free 
State of Danzig and carries out his duties, naturally enjoys the 
protection of the State.” | 

Dr. Rauschning had on his election given a similar pledge. It 
was dishonoured. The record of Capt. Greiser as a leading member 
of the National Socialist Party gives one no confidence that his 
pledge will be better observed. During Dr. Rauschning’s presidency, 
Capt. Greiser was Vice-President and Minister of the Interior. His 
respect for his chief's pledge was shown by an open advocacy of the 
boycott of Jewish shops. “Buy only from Germans by race!” he 
wrote in the DANZIGER VORPOSTEN, the party organ. Moreover heis 
considered locally to be the puppet of Albert Forster, the district 
leader of the Party, who is not only Hitler's nominee in the “ Free” 
City but also a persona! friend of Julius Streicher. 

It has not been possible for the Nazis to introduce the Aryan 
Clause officially in Danzig, for the constitution is guaranteed by the 
League of Nations and provides for equality of treatment for all 
citizens and persons resident in Danzig irrespective of origin and 
religion. The constitution can only be amended by a two-thirds 
majority of the Volkstog at two readings, and the amendment must 
then be approved by the League of Nations. The Nazis have only 
85 seats in a house of .72 members and the next election is not due 
till 1937. The perseeution of the Jews must therefore be carried 
through underhandedly and piecemeal, though making full use of 
the small parliamentary majority. 

Full use is also mode of the fact that the Senate has a Nazi 
majority, for the Senate is analogous to the cabinet as well as the 
Second Chainber and is virtually the Government of Danzig. It is 


appointed by the Volkstay. The Government issued orders and . 


“ official advice and instructions to the German citizens of Danzig” 
during the presidency of Dr. Rauschning which, putting it as mildly 
as possible, were capable of anti-Semitic application. 


Anti-Semitism in the Schools 


For instance an order was issued declaring the National 
Socialist Teachers’ Union .to be the only body representing the 
teaching profession. This body is professedly anti-Semitic, and 
the result can be seen in the schools to-day. Jewish school- 
teachers have been transferred: to outlying districts; some have 
even been prematurely retired. Our Warsaw correspondent, who 
pays periodical visits to Danzig, reports that no “ Aryan” school- 
child will dare to play with a Jewish child; this applies not merely 
to the children of Nazis, but to all “ Aryan” children. 
non-Nazi “Aryans’’ who fraternised with “non-Aryans” quickly 
established a ghetto. The teachers are, of course, aware of this, 
and so are the superior authorities, but in spite of the complaints 
of Jewish delegations to the Government, nothing is done. 

Jewish judges and civil servants have been pensioned off. 
Special conditions have been attached to the election of judges and 
notaries which give the Senate opportunities for discrimination that 
it has not been slow in using. Three Jewish Judges, one in the 
Higher Court, one iv the District Court and one in the Industrial 
Court, have been removed from their posts. The MANCHESTER 
GUARDIAN has reported that “ pressure has been employed by organs 
and members of the Nazi Party against Jewish advocates which has 
been so successful that distress among Jewish lawyers has reached 
substantial proportions. Jewish advocates have also ceased to be 
appointed Official defending counsel, and even the cases of poor 
litigants are now assigned to Jews in smaller numbers.” 


Reprisals on 
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The position of Jewish doctors isas bad. It has been enacted 
that ‘a medical practitioner shall only be entitled to establish him. 
self in a locality in the territory of the Free State of Danzig for the 
practice of the medical profession if a special authorisation has 
been issued to him by the Senate. Such an authorisation must be 
preceded: by the consent of the Medical Chamber.” The Medical 
Chamber, however, consists entirely of Nazis. A similar procedure 
has been introduced with regard to chemists. 

A Jewish musical director and a broadcasting conductor were 
dismissed soon after the accession of the Nazi Government and no 
Jewish artist bas since been engaged in the State Theatre, 

In trade the boycott is strong and gaining strength. Jewish 
employees have been forced out of their trade unions, and tho 
labour exchanges in general avoid introducing Jewish workers to 
prospective employers. The Municipal Murket Administration sti|\| 
assigns a special place for Jewish stalls; in spite of repeated 
protests. Our correspondent writes that a law is imminent to 
prevent the opening of any new shop without the express permis. 
sion of the Senate. We can certainly expect some action on these 
lines from President Greiser, for when he was Vice-President, he 
wrote in the Vorposten: “We need no boycott of Jews and no 
probibition against buying from those who are not of our race and 
country. For the Danziger it is enough to be told that he serves 
the cause of the revival of home industry if he buys from Danzig 
German firms.” 


Nazi Party’s Official Instructions 


Nor must we forget that the Nazi Party's official instructions to 
leaders in the “ Free” City contain the following symbol of tolera. 
tion: “ There are no decent Jews. The race is and must remain 
our mortalenemy. ... Personal intercourse with Jews is impossible 
for National Socialists.” 

Freedom in the “ Free" City, indeed, can best be described in 
James Joyce's brilliant phrase, “a free fox in a free hen roost.’ 
Mr. Lester, the High Commissioner for the League of Nations 
seems powerless, for his official functions appear to be confined to 
determining disputes between Danzig and Poland. He has, how- 
ever, presented a report for 1934 to the League, in the course of 
which he quotes the following Governmental Declaration issued by 
the President of the Senate “to allay the misgivings in certain 
quarters as regards the position of the Jews of Danzig”: “On 
several occasions, fears have been expréssed in regard to the treat- 
ment meted out to certain members of the population, particularly 
the Jewish element, by reason of their origin or creed. Such fears 
are absolutely unjustified. The Constitution of the Free City of 
Danzig provides that the inhabitants of the City shall not suffer in 
any way by reason of their origin or creed. In particular, economic 
boycotting is impossible, since the Government offers every citizen 
of the Free City a sure guarantee of respect for his constitutional 
rights. The Governmenut—and on this point it knows that its views 
are shared by the whole population—desires, within the limits of 
the legal regulations, a system of fair commercial competition based 
exclusively on actual output, and will use all legal means to impose 
its views.” | 

“ It may perhaps be expedient to point out in this connection,” 
Mr. Lester adds, “ that the agreement concluded on September 18th, 
1933, by Poland and the Free City concerning the utilisation of the 
Port of Danzig contains the following provision: ‘ The Senate of the 
Free City of Danzig declares that merchants of Jewish origin shall 
be left entirely free to carry on their commercial activities in the 
territory of Danzig. The Senate of the Free City of Danzig will see 
that this freedom is in no way adversely affected or infringed and 
will, if necessary, give the required assurances to allay the 
apprehensions of these commercial circles.’ I recently approached 
the Government with a view to obtaining particulars of the position 
of young people of Jewish origin who wish to enter the legal pro- 
fession and to become advocates, and also information as to the 


_position of advocates of Jewish origin as regards their admission to 


the Labour Court.” Unfortunately he does not mention the result 
of this “ approach,” nor does he mention any of the well-known facts 
of daily persecution. He confines himself to documents. 


Jewish Population Decreasing 


The Jewish *population is rapidly decreasing. In 1923 it was 
7,282, in 1924, 9,239, and in 1929, 10,448. Now it is estimated at 
7,000, in a total population of 403,000. Emigration to Palestine may 
have played some part in this decrease. Danzig was for years a big 
transmigration centre for Jews emigrating from Poland. From 
1920 to 1925 about 60,000 Jews emigrated via Danzig, and a number 
of Russian and Polish Jews decided to stop there. Many Jewish 
exporters and importers in East European countries dso settled 
there, and thus helped considerab!y to develop the importance of 
the city as a trading and transit centre. The result was a very big 
increase in the Jewish Community. 

The Community is now appealing to the Jews of Poland. The 
DANZIGER ECHO, writing of the plan of the Committee of Jewish 
Delegations to create a Central Jewish Economic Commission in 
Paris, with an Economic Council in Warsaw, says: “ We are sure 
that the Economic Council in Warsaw, which will primarily have 
to deal with the position of the Jewish population in Poland, will 
find it impossible, in view of its economic ties with Poland, to over- 
look the needs and interests of the Jewish population of Danzig. 
It would be advisable to create a special sub-Committee for 
investigating the conditions somewhat peculiar to Danzig. At the 
very least, however, representatives of Danzig Jewish economic 
circles should be included in the Warsaw Jewish Economic Council.” 

A later message from our correspondent states that President 
Greiser has already issued an order that all officials employed by 
the State are to undergo examination proving their pure “Aryan” 
blood. He has also dismissed Herr Norman, the director of the 
broadcasting station, whose grandfather is reported to be of Jewish 
OrigtD, and appointed an “Aryan,” Herr Klippke in his stead. 
These actions appear t

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The Church and the Jews 
“ ARYANISING” THE BIBLE 


| There was a Christmas truce between the newly-established 
religious factions in Germany. It was, however, strictly 
seasonal. The birthday of the teacher of the gospel of love 
having been duly celebrated, his new “ disciples" are at each 
other's throats again. A good many of them, though outwardly 
engaged in the protection of Christianity, seem actually to be 


playing a game of battledore and shuttlecock with the Jews. 
For instance, take the speech which Herr Orlofski delivered at 
Kiel. He maintained that Capitalism, Bolshevism and Christianity 
were all rooted in Jewry; they were Jewish inventions alien to the 
German spirit. Christianity in particular was an expression of the 
Jewish inferiority complex. This outspoken attack by an out-and. 
out representative of German paganism roused the indignation of 
the Protestants, and a formal complaint was made by the ecclesias- 


tical authorities, which led to his arrest. From the opposite side

Jewry was attacked by the Nazi Propaganda Minister of Bavaria, 
Herr Scheffler, who stated that Jewry was reponsible for the 
de-Christianisation of Germany prior te the Hitler regime. 
It was the Jews, he said, who were responsible for the elimina- 
tion of the Christian prayers from the schools and the substitu- 
tion of “godless” songs in which Christianity was ridiculed. 
The transparent object of this indictment was to divert the 
indignation of the Bavarian Catholics from the Rosenbergs and 
Reventlows, who are stigmatising Christianity as a Jewish and 
non-German creed, to the unfortunate Jews. 

3 Within the Churches themselves, however, there is more ground 
for hope for the Jews. The Catholic Archbishop of Freiburg, for 
instance, recently delivered a striking address in which he rejected 
all Nazi racial theories. “We Catholics,” he declared, “ know of 
only one Father, who is also the Father of all peoples and races. 
We do not know of a German God and of a German National Church 
and we swear fidelity to our only leader, our Holy Father in Rome. 
At the same time, however, we are good Germans.” 

A full and enthusiastic Protestant meeting in Hirschberg, 
Silesia, was addressed by Herr von Kirchbach, who for the last ten 
months has not been permitted to occupy his pulpit in Dresden 
Cathedral. “ We weicomed the Nazi revolution with fervour,’ he 
said, * but when it began to meddle with the Church we rose against 
it.. We reject the theory of Race and Blood. The Gospel is to all 
men, and those who spread it first were Jews. Later on they 
were followed by Romans and Greeks, later by Englishmen 
and Scots—we Germans at that time doing very little.” He 
ridiculed the proof of “ Aryan” descent which the Reich Church 
wishes to impose upon all clergymen and Church workers. From 
Saxony he gave his audience examples of the foolishness of 
those who would interfere with the Protestant religion as it has 
been from the days of Luther. One church had a marble figure at 
each side of the altar, representing the Old and the New Testament. 
The former of these was Moses, and a local sculptor was asked to 
remove the legendary horns, the beard, and the Commandments; 
he was to make ‘any other alteration he considered opportune so 
that the figure should become—St. Paul ! . 

This idiocy reminds one of the banning of the word ™ Halle- 
Injah” and the substitution of “Gelobt sei Gott’ (" May God be 
praised "’), which, incidentally, cannot be too easy to sing. | 

The Patriarch Jacob is the object of attack in an article in 
the DEUTSCHE, written by the district leader of the Kurmark, the 
notorious Wilhelm Kube.- In praising the old Nordic Germans for 
introducing the custom of giving Christmas presents, he déclared 
that the old Germans never expected any reward from God for their 
good deeds. The expectation of reward for good deeds was only 
introduced into our midst later by the Jews, he stated, in accordance 
with the views held “ by one of the leaders of the Jewish gangs of 
robbers, Jacob,” who is recorded inthe Old Testament as demanding 


of God certain privileges. before promising to bring sacrifices and 
serve Him. 


Dr. Dinter’s Movement 


A religious faction that seems to be gaining ground is the 
German People's Church, founded by Dr. Artur Dinter, who has in his 
time been chemist, schoolmaster, theatrical director, officer, novelist 
and Nazi politician. The symbol of this Church is a Latin cross with 
a swastika let into the joining, and its object is “the perfection of the 
Reformation through the restoration of the pure doctrine of heroic 
Aryan salvation freed from all Jewish and Jewish-Christian falsifica- 
tions.” The Berlin correspondent of the SUNDAY TIMES says of him: 
“It is understood that 2,000,000 people throughout the Reich have 
now rallied to this new religious leader. . - In 1929 his religious 
views brought him into conflict with Herr Hitler, who was then 
anxious to do nothing which might offend the Catholic Church. 
To-day he is more dangerous, for Herr Himmler, the head of the 
secret police; Dr. Goebbels, Minister of Propaganda; and Herr 
Rosenberg, Cultural Dictator, are all understood to sympathise with 
his aims."’ 

A publisher's announcement has appeared in Berlin of a new 
book on the Talmud, the purpose of which will be to “ enlighten” 
the public on the Jewish religion. 

The latest news is bewildering. The CHRISTKOENIGSBOTE a 
Catholic paper of Augsburg, has published an up-to-date litany, 
which it recommends for the use of its readers. It contains the 
following verse: “All Jews, all communists, all anarchists, all 
revolutionaries, all aliens and members of other races, Lord, have 
mercy uponthem.” The paper is attacked by the Nazi press, not for 
its bad taste, but for philo-Semitism. “ Here we see,” they assert, 
“bow judaised and international the Church is. . . . The Saar 
ght is over, and now we must settle accounts with the Church.”

The Fourfold Root of Anti-Semitism 


DR. JAMES PARKES’ ANALYSIS 


On Sunday, in the Vestry Room of the New West End Synagogue, 
Dr. James Parkes, the author of “The Conflict of the Church and the 
Synagogue,” which was recently reviewed 
in our columns, delivered a lecture on Anti- 
Semitism. Mr. Ernest Lesser presided. 

Dr. PARKES said that there were four 
main elements in anti-Semitism : the racial, 
the political, the economic and, finally, 
the religious element which, althovgh in 
many cas s sub-conscious, had still certain 
popular value. A recent effort by Herr 
Streicher had described Jews as “Christ- 
killers,” which went to prove that those - 4 
who sought to foster anti -Semitism ig 
realised that the religious element was 
still capable of being utilised, Fifteen 
hundred years ago the hostility directed 
against the Jew came from the Church 
which subsequently passed into the legis- 
lation of Europe. By 1300, the Jew 
under fendal law had no rights. In the 
19th century the Jew already religiously 
racially and economically distinguished 
from his neighbours became politically 
distinguished also and through the doc- , 
trines of the French Revolution was thrust into European society 
with an inevitable leaning towards the Liberal or Radical theories by 
which his emancipation had been achieved. A new clement of political 
anti-Semitism was introduced towards the end of the 19th century when 
the extreme nationalism consequent upon the German conceptions of race 
and state under Bismarck made race a good stick with which to beat 
Liberal opponents. Thus anti-Semitism became an inherent part of 
German national ideology. | 

After speaking of anti-Semitism in historical times, Dr. Parkes said 
that the racial element.in this phenomenon was confined really to one 
country, which was Germany, and was brough about by the mental con- 
ditions of the Germans themselves who, after the Napoleonic wars, 
invented the philosophy of race as a compensation for their crushing 
national defeats. Later when Bismarck united nation and state, pirilo- 
sophers like Fichte exalted the national state which was popularised by 
writers like Treitschke and Houston Stewait Chamberlain, and the racial 
theories were added to the hotch-potch which went to form that extra- 
ordinarily glamorous book *‘ The Foundations of the Nineteenth Century.” 
The influence of these two professors on the university students of their 
day had borne fruit. These four roots, said Dr. Parkes in conclusion, 
with four different historic explanations produced anti-Semitism, and 
although in times of prosperity they were apt to lie quiescent, when ha d- 
ship and troubles arose and it was necessary to find a scapegoat for 
misfortune they reappeared, and they had to be fought field by field, 
subject by subject. 

Asked as to what immediate steps he thought should be taken to 
combat anti-Semitism, Dr. Parkes said he believed that the religions 
element was the fundamental element, and that so long as normal 
Christian teaching inculcated a dislike of the Jews, the ground was 
prepared in the ordinary person who was thus predisposed to become 
anti-Semitic. It was in his view an entirely Christian problem which 
must be tackled historically,

HOLLAND 
A Chief Rabbi of Holland ? 


[From our Correspondent —AMSTERDAM) 


A plea was put forward at a meeting of the Jewish Consistory 
at The Hague last week, for the appointment of a Chief Rabbi for 
Holiand to replace the existing system which provides for a Chief 
Rabbi for each province, It was urged that such an appointment 
would present less difficulties, financially and otherwise, than the 
appointment of a multiplicity of Chief Rabbis. 

To this it was retorted that such a one-man appointment 
would be tantamount to the creation of a Chief Chief Rabbi, and 
would run counter to the desirability of maintaining local Chief 
Rabbis. 

Comment was made on the Chief Rabbinate as it existed in 
England, one member of the consistory contending that the system 
did not work as satisfactorily as one was ied to believe. This is not 
the first time that the question of the appointment of one Chief 
Rabbi for the Netherlands has been mooted. A smal! section has 
expressed itself in favour of such an institution, but the idea has 
not met with general support. 


GREECE 
Anti-Semites Active Again 


Attempt to Split Jewish Ranks 


A new wave of anti-Semitism has recently developed in Greece. 
In Kastoria, hooligans belonging to the “ E.E.E.” attacked Jews in 
the streets, shouting “Clear the Jews out of Greece!’ The 
Governor-General, M. Khallis, has ordered severe punishment for 
the culprits. The inscription” Greeks, expel the Jews!” (the 
initials of the phrase in Greek are also the initials of the words 
composing the name of the “ E.E.E.” organisation) has been found 
painted on the door of the Synagogue at Xanthie. 

Anti-Semites have again, for the third time in the last few weeks. 
distributed anti-Jewish boycott leaflets in Athens. A number of 
Jewish merchants have received anonymous letters telling them to 
close their businesses and leave Greece. The Minister of the Interior. 
in reply to Jewish representations, has declared his intention of 
proceeding sharply against the anti-Jewish propagandists. 

Throughout Greece, cases of anti-Jewish boycott were reported 
over Christmas and the New Year. Kratos; the official organ in 
Salonika of the O.E.K.K., National Socialist Party. of Greece, 
publishes an attack on its President, General Mercuris, who was the 
Greek delegate at the International Fascist Conference at Montreux. 
for delivering a speech there in defence of the Jews, since published 
in the ETHNIKI StMAtA, the Athens Fascist organ. ‘The Jews of Old 
Greece are good citizens who have long since assimilated the Greek 
language and sentiments, says Kratos. The Jews of Salonika, who 
bave au alien culture, are a danger to the Jews of Old Greece. how. 
ever, since they create anti-Jewish feeling and try to draw the Jews 
of Old Greece into their Zionist activities. 

Despite official assurances, the Ministerial order requiring that 
every Jew must have a special permit from the Ministry of Foreign . 
Affairs in Athens before he is allowed to enter the country, still 


appears to be in force, according to information received by the 


Jewish Telegraphic Agency from the police headquarters in Salonika. 

Nicholas Fardis, the editor of the anti-Semitic ELEVTHEROs Typos, of 

Salonika, has been sentenced to four months’ imprisonment for publishing 

articles “likely to disturb the relations between Grecks and Jews.” 

Fardis was formerly editor of the MAKEDONIA, and conducted the 

campaign in 1931 which led to the attack on the Jewish Campbell 
quarter. |

Th» Jewis': communities in the small towns of Greece are finding it 
dificult to maintain tieir Jewish activities. Many of the smaller com- 
munities are no longer able to conduct a Jewish school or retain a Jewish 
teacher. The Community of Alexandroupolis, which was once a prosperous 
communi’ y, has now only 120 members left, and they are all in such a 
state of poverty that they are unable to provide for the Community's 
administration costs. Tuey have had to dispense with a Rabbi, and this 
week, for the first time, a Jew who dicd in the town had to be buried 
without an officiant. 


BULGARIA—The Government has dissolved and declared illegal 


the “Rodna Zashtita,” an important political organisation with anti-Semitic 
tendencies. 


LATVIA—The Ministry of the Interior has approved the new Execu- 
tive of the General Jewish Artisans’ Organisation of Latvia, thus restoring 
the legal status of the Jewish Artisans’ movement in Latvia, which was, 
like miny other organisations, prohibited after the recent change of 
1egime. The Ministry of Education has decided to grant a subsidy to 


the Jewish secondary schools for the next year amounting to about . 


£7,500. The sum represents five per cent. of the amount which the 
Government allotted to the Latvian secondary schools, the Jews forming 
five per cent. of the population of Latvia. A separate grant will be made 
to the Jewish elementary schools. The Riga City authorities have 
allocated £4,000 as the 1935 subsidy to Jewish organisations in Riga.

SOUTH AFRICA 


An Effective Boycott 

The virtual breakdown of the wool barter agreement between 
South Africa and Germany, largely as a result of the reluctance 
of the Jewish element to buy German goods, is reported by the 
MORNING Post. Despite the agreement whereby Germany undertook 
to take £2,500,000 worth of wool in return for a similar amount of 
German manufactured goods to be sold in South Africa, wool sales 
have come to a virtual standstill. ‘The reason appears to be that 
Union traders are showing no disposition to take sufficient German 
goods to cover the agreement, several consiguments having, in 
recent months, proved unsaleable. 


Among the successful Rhodes Scholars for 1935 is Mr, L. B. Cooper, 
of the University of Cape Town.

The report of the South African Board of Jewish Education states 
that as a result of the restriction of immigration and the growth of the 
demand for Hebrew teachers in South Africa, a serious scarcity of Hebrew 
teachers has arisen.

NOVELIST'S HUNDREDTH ANNIVERSARY 


It is a hundred years since Mendele Mocher Sephorim was borr, 
He lived to a great age—he died in 1917—and continued his litera: 
work in both Hebrew and Yiddish almost to theend. For mo, 
than two generations he was looked upon as the foremost creatiy, 
literary force in both languages. In Hebrew he evolved a style o 
his own, plastic and colourful. In Yiddish he was an undisputed 
master. But as might have been expected, a reaction set in, and o! 
late years attempts have been made by literary iconoclasts to shak« 
Mendele's position. 

In an article in the FORWARD, I. Singer, the.well-known Yiddis) 
novelist and author of ** The Sinner,” pays a warm tribute to the literary 
‘* srandfather,”’ as Mendele has been designated by Shalom Aleichen). 
The writer points out that in approaching the works of Mendele one must 
bear in mind the age in which he lived and worked. His art, however, 


_ isnot diminished by any objectionable traits and mannerisms of the period. 


Taken as a Whole, Mendele, despite many literary shortcomings, was a 
mighty figure, without w.om modern Jewish literature would have been 
much the poorer. He was the creator of a style. Jewish modern literature 
was without style before his appearance; its treasures had been chaotic 
and formless. Mendele gave the language and its literature a literary form, 
created a sty'e and modernised it. Only a great artist suscep'ible to 
sound, with an instinct for form, could have achieved what Mendele has 
achieved, He not merely paved the way, but created for his successors 
the instrument of stvle. This in itself was a great accomplishment. 
Mendele excelled as a word-painter; his description of nature is unsurpassed 
in its vividness. ... . He depicte 1 men, animals, nature, landscape, 
and above all Jewish life, as no writer before him and very few after him 
have done.

THE WIZO 


A contributor in HAARETZ, writing in connection with the local 
Wizo meeting in Palestine, refers to the development of womeu's 
Zionist activities. 

Both in Palestine and the Diaspora, he says, their work is expanding, 
but he maintains that there is a branch of Zionist activ.ty in which the 
influence of the woman is not felt; they are unconnected with general 
Zionist.work and the Zionist movement as a whole. Being mo:e bent on 
practical achievements, the women Zionists are no doubt quite right in 
concentrating on specific branches of work in Palestine. Nobody could 
complain of that; on the contrary, they should continue this concentration 
o.1 spec fic efforts as they have been doing hitherto. But there isa large field 
of Zionist public activity in which the influence of women is entirely absent. 
Neither the Wizo nor the Hadassah need necessarily throw in their lot 
with one party or another in the Zionist movement. Todo so would be 
detrimental to the work they have in hand. But it is clear to all that the 
Zionist women of the Wizo are not adequately attached to general Zionist 
work ; they are practically outside Zionist national institutions and are 
not exercising any influence on the general course of Zionist affairs. This 
ought to be rectified by the Wizo in the interest of the movement. 

Many will be disposed to agree with the contention of the writer. 
The work of the Wizo in Palestine is fully appreciated, but its 
influence on Zionist affairs is almost nil.

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A SPENT FORCE 


The futility of the “Bund” is discussed by Mr. Jabotifisky in 
an article in the MoMeNT. His observations on that almost defunct 
organisation were provoked by some comments in the FOLKSZEITUNG, 
the daily organ of the “~ Bund,” published in’ Warsaw. ‘The 
“ Bundist” organ which is hostile to Zionism is particularly 
unpleasant towards the movement headed by Mr. Jabotinsky, which 
it characterises as a Fascist movement. 

Mr. Jabotinsky without entering into polemics with the organ is 
content with simply exposing the futility of the ‘‘ Bund.’ He expresses 
amazement that an organisation which has long ago outlived its utility 
and purpose was still in existence. What, he asks, does the “Band” 
want. What are its functions, and what does it aim at? He recalls the 
position which the “Bund” held in Jewish life in 1905-8: it was then 
regarded in some quarters as the most powerful organised Jewish body in 
Jewish life. He personally ventured even then to question its strength, 
but whether its importance was magnified or not he by no means desired 
to belittle its usefulness in the past. The “Bund” was destined to fulfil 
a mission and it has now carried out its historic task; it paved the way 
for proletarian Zionism. ‘The Socialist movement in Eastern Europe was 
still very naive thirty-four years ago; the Socialists still believed in the 
unity of the working classes all the world over: nationalism was taboo 
and especially so was Jewish nationalism. It was then that the “Bund” 
had the courage to proclaim that Jewish workers had specific interests, 
though that contention was opposed by most of the leaders of the Russian 
Socialists. The “ Bund” however, achieved its object; it drove a wedge 
into the ranks of the Jewish Socialists, which resulted in the 
formation of various groups that were eventually merged into the 
Poale Zion. ... Many of those groups which now belong to the Left 
Wing of Zionism owe their origin to the ‘‘ Bund.” The‘ Bund” having 
thus fulfilled its functions, there is no further use for its existence. It has 
no purpose, no influence in Jewish life. Yet it persists in name and 
pretends to be alive and active. It is in fact, a spent force. 

Unbiassed observers, however greatly they may admire the past 
work of the “ Bund,” cannot fail to note the utter futility of its 
present existence. It has, perhaps, done a great deal more than 
Mr. Jabotinsky allows; the Bund” has not only prepared the way 
for Labour Zionism—which is Mr. Jabotinsky’s béte noir—but it has 
helped to foster a healthy national spirit in Jewry, the spirit of self- 
help and self-defence. It is, however, certainly true that it has 
outlived its use, that it has no raison d'étre for continued existence, 


and beyond constantly quarrelling and nagging it achieves less than 
nothing.

SPIES AND TERRORISTS IN RUSSIA 


Aseff: The Russian Judas. By Boris Nicolaevsky. 
Blacket, Ltd. Price 18s.). 


The book, though exclusively based on verified facts, thrills and 
horrifies the reader more than the wildest imaginings of a novelist, and is 
one of the most amazing chapters of the development of the Russian 
Revolution before the World War. Incidentally it al-o shows the part the 
Jews of Russia played in that particular section of Russian life. 

It might have been more appropriate to call the book : Aseff—a Russian 
Judas, for besides him, as Nicolaievsky himself shows, there were among 
the Russian Revolutionaries many more Judases just as wicked and 
unprincipled as Aseff; and one of the non-Jewish Judases, a man of 
Cabinet rank and very highly placed in the Imperial Court circles, 
betrayed the Emperor's movements to the Terrorists who were plotting to 
murder him. 

It was Aseff's knowledge of this betrayal that saved the Tsar on that 
occasion. So highly was that non-Jewish Judas placed that Stolypin—the 
Prime Minister at the time, dared not bring him to book for his betrayal. 

For fifteen years Aseff carried on his double-crossing game, but both 
the Terrorists of the Social-Revolutionary Party and the Russian Political 
Police had blind confidence in him. 

The Kishinev pogrom made a tremendous impression both in Russia 
and abroad. It made a deep impression also on Aseff, although he was 
notin any way interested in Jewish affairs; at heart, however, he was 
a Jew. Aseff held Plehve responsible for the pogrom, and he said so 
frankly to his own police chiefs. One of them records in his memoirs, 

ublished since, that “‘ Aseff shook with fury and hate when speaking of 
Jehve to me.” 

Aseff's indignation sealed Plehve’s fate, and Plehve was blown up by 
a bomb. The book contains a whole chapter devoted to this plot. 

There is another incident recorded in the book which would be of 
pecniiar interest to the Jewish reader. ‘This is the unmasking of another 
traitor, the Priest Gapon, in, which the well-known Jewish Engineer, 
P. Rutenberg, now the head of the electricity works in Palestine, took a 
certain part. Gapon was murdered by his own followers in most dramatic 
circumstances in a tonely villa in Finland—a few score miles from 
Petersburg. 


Notes on Books and Authors 


Faithful to the memory of her husband, the popular dramatist, 
Mrs. E. Temple Thurston has converted his chief success, THR 
WANDERING JEW (Putnams, 7s. 6d.) into a novel. The book will, 
no doubt, readily tind a market among the countless thousands 
who have seen the play-—which, incidentaliy, owed so much to the 
acting of Mr. Matheson Lang. Built on the ancient legend—for 
which, as far as one knows, there is no Biblical foundation —of the man 
who spat in the face of the Nazarene and for that was condemned to 
eternal wanderings, the book, like the play, is good melodrama. Like the 
play, it does not offer any convine!ng reason why Mattathias, having been 
for fifteen hundred years proof against any attack by bow or steel, should 
no longer be invulnerable when faced by the fire of the Inqnisition. I 
is interesting to contrast the idea of the curse of eternal life, with the 
Jewish prayer for long life. ut, nevertheless, the Jewish reader will 
not find the book antipathetic. The atmosphere of Jewish home-life 
throughout the ages, is subtly and convincingly conveyed, and Mattathias 
is a characterin whom one can take a real and human interest. For the 
background of the story, the history of onr people during the first fifteen 
centuries of the Christian era, is ably sketched, and one catches a glimpse 
of that indomitable, eternal spirit which has survived Caesar, the terror of 
the Crusades, Torquemada and will survive Hitler. Mrs. Temple Thurston 


writes with ease and a sense of poetry which makes the book pleasurable 
reading. — 


To his other experiments in Anglo-Jewish drama, Mr. H. F. Rubin- 
stein has now added the most significant of all thus far: WHITEHALL, 
1656: A PLAY IN ONE AcT (The Favil Press, Is.}. The title indicates 
clearly enough the scop® of the action, which is inspired in the main by 
the late Lucien Wolf's discovery of what he termed “Cromwell's Jewish 
Intelligencers.” Cromwell and Menasseh ben, Israel are in‘ conference in 
Whitehall, and seem to have reached a deadlock, when “ Mr. Hunter” 
(in fact a Jew named Dias) appears with secret intelligence which saves 
the former's life. It is this fact which decides him to re-admit the Jews 
openly, as a token of gratitude. The s':etch is a little slight, and requires 
correction, for the sake of historicity, in a few points of detail; but it 
conlid hardly be bettered as a curtain-raiser for an Anglo-Jewish dramatic 
performance. Is it too much to hope that Mr. Rubinstein will one day 
devote his talents to a full-dress play on this or some similar theme? 


Members of the Jewish Historical Society will preserve a pleasant 
recollection of Miss Hélen Rosenaun, a gifted German exile, who delivered 
a paper before it last session on ancient Synagogal planning. Architecture 
in general, however, is her speciality ; and, before she left Germany, she 
was engaged in research on behalf of the Notgemeinschaft der deutschen 
Wisenschaft. Present conditions prevented this work from being 
continued; but the British Federation of University Women have 
male it possible for some of the results to be published under 
the title DESIGN AND MEDIEVAL ARCHITECTURE. (B. T. Batsford, 
Ltd., 2s. 6d. net,). A good part of this delightful and lavishly- 
illustrated pamphlet is taken up with a discussion of the problem 
of Orientation in the Christian Church. In this, of course, the precedent 
ofthe Synagogue is of great importance, as the authoress accentuates, 
Her conclusions will not perhaps command universal agreemc nt. Luropean 
Jewry has consistently demanded a specific orientation (1.¢., easterly 
axis) in its Synagogal architecture ; a practice which one may assume to 
date back to the earliest days of the Jewish settlement in Europe, when 
in Italy and in Spain, that was approximately the direction of Jerusalem. 
That the Church followed this precedent is likely enough. Later. in 
nothern Europe, both the actual name “ Mizrach” (i.¢.,“ East”) and. in 
most cases, the direction were maintained; though there are in the Fast 
End of London hyper-Orthodox Synagogues in the same street which are 
built on quite different axes! 


The Catalogue of the recent Exhibition 2f Rare Works from the 
Research Library of the University of London Council for Psychical 
Investigation reveals a few trifles of Jewish interest. There are several 
works by Philip Breslaw, perhaps the most famous English conjuror and 
illusionist of the late eighteenth century, as well as a copy of “A Letter 


(Hurst & 


from a Gentleman in Town . . . relative to Jonas, the Celebrated 
Conjuror"—presumably Philip Jonas. who in 1768 was at work in the 
“ Angel and Crown” in Whitechapel. Richard Brothers, the “Nephew of 
the Almighty ” and most famous English pseudo- Messiah (virtual found: r 
of the Britisn Israel movemeut) also figures, as of course does the great 
Nostradamus who (though few persons are aware of the fact) was of 
Jewish parentage. Perhaps space might have been spared, too, for som: 
document relating to the ineffable Abraham Colorni, engineer to thio 
Dukes of Ferrara in the sixteenth century, who was not only a famous 
illusionist but also one of the earliest card-tricksters on record. 


The American Academy for Jewish Rese established in 1920, 
performs in America the functions which the ever-lamented Society of 
Hebraic Studies was intended to fulfil in this country. It holds regular 
(though not, apparently, very frequent) meetings at which subjects con- 
nected with Jewish scholarship are discussed; and it issues an annual 
volume of Proceedings, in which some of the more important papers are 
preserved in durable form. The fifth of these volumes, for 1934, is 
just published, and bears striking witness to the extent to which 
America now rivals Europe as a centre of Jewish studies. Pride 
of place is given to a monograph of Dr. Louis Finkelstein on 
the Mekilta and its text, indicative of the serious fashion 
in which American Jewish scholars are tackling the task of procuring 
accurate editions of the Hebrew classics. Dr. Leo Jung writes on Biblica) 
mistransiations as a source of Jewish and Christian lore ; Dr. Lauterbach 
on certain misunderstood chronological statements in Talmudical litera. 
ture: and Dr. Kurland on an unidentified Hebrew translation of Aristotle's 
De gencratione et corruptione. Professor Wolfson replies to certain 
criticisms of his study of Crescas, and Dr. Joseph Marcus re-evokes the 
forgotten figuré of Silano, an early South Italian poet, author of one of 
the best known Neila hymns. Perhaps the most readable item in the 
volume is a series of letters from Zunz to Steinschneider (some of them 
written while the latter was-at Oxford), and published with pious 
devotion by his illustrious pupil, Alexander Marx, 

A. new illustrated German Bible reader Dif GRESCHICHTEN DER BIBEt, 
by Joachim Prinz (Erich Reiss Verlag, Berlin), will doubtless delight those 
in whose hands itis placed. Legible print, attractive woodcuts and a free 
and easy narrative style that nevertheless does not surrender the dignity 
of the orivinal, make the book a model of its kind. The author rightly 
points out that the Bible stories must receive interpretative treatment for 
children, and he claims that he is not untraditional in this method, The 
Midrash was probably meant for children,. even though some may havo 
been “of larger growth.”

Women Shoppers’ League

NAZI PHILOSOPHY OF FEMALE INFERIORITY 


A meeting of the Women Shoppers’ League was held on Thursday fn 
last week at 1, Stanford Court, 45, Cornwall Gardens, S.W. (the residence 
of Mr. and Mrs. Solomon Sagal!). Mrs. Philip Guedalla, the President of 
the League, presided. 

Mr. Easterman described the position of the women in NaziGermany, 
and said that there women took a definitely inferior place. As evidence 
of this, dur.ng the last two years of Nazi rule women have steadily, by 
decree, been excluded from all fields of public activity, women have 
almost completely disappeared from the professions in Germany, women 
have entirely disappeared from the upper ranks of civil servants, and were 
steadily disappearing from the ranks of trade and commerce, Hitler 
had said that it was wrong for women to intrude into man’s realm; 
the little world was for women, and the greater world for man. That 
statement was made by Hitler at a gathering of 20,000 German women, 
and the curious thing about it was that these 20,000 German women had 
cheered this extraordinary declaration of the place which he had allotted 
to them in his regime. Similar statements had been made by Goebbels 
and others. Hitler came into power two years ago largely through the 
votes of German women. This political philosophy was being produced 
as an example which other countries were asked to follow, and the 
elaborate German propaganda had reached almost every country of the 
world, That was the danger of Nazi Germany. Jewish women must 
make up their minds that as there was a state of bitter war between 


Germany and Jewry it was their duty not to have any contact or 
communication with that enemy.

TWENTY-FIVE YEARS OF HEBREW EDUCATION

No. 795.—Reflections on the Dead 


Ny Dean COUSIN, 

When last I visited the Antiquary, I found him in pensive mood. 
‘io was deploring the loss of an old friend who, full of years, had 
been gathered to his fathers. Characteristically, this is what he 
sid: “In face of death one feels the pettiness of man; and al! our 
.yvers, disappointments, dislikes, prejudices vanish away like 
coke. As we laid our friend to rest, 1 could not help thinking 
shat. measured by eternity, human life is of small moment. You 
will perhaps recall the legend ascribed to an English chieftain who 
. dressed King Edwin of Northumbria. ‘So seems the life of man, 
©) King, as a sparrow's flight through the hall when you are sitting 
.* meat in winter-tide, with the warm fire lighted on the hearth, 
hat the icy rainstorm without. The sparrow flies in at one door 

' tarries for a moment in the light and heat of the hearth-fire, and 
‘oon flying forth from the other vanishes into the wintry darkness 
» henee it came. So tarries fora moment the life of man in our 
coht., but what is before it, what after it, we know not.’ How 
‘ten bas the theme been sung! You remember the divine Omar? 

‘ Think, in this batter’d caravanscrai 

Whose Doorways are alternate Night and Day, 
How Sultan after Sultan with his Pomp, 

Abode his Hour or two, and went his way.’ ” 

To divert him from his serious thoughts I suggested, somewhat 
f ppantly perhaps, that you can measure the value of life in terms 
of newspaper print. For most of us, life ends in a public announce. 
ment in the daily press, duly paid for. Others are included in a long 
oe short Obituary notice, inserted to-day and forgotten to-morrow. 
\ few may even have their photograph reproduced. But, sum it all 
up, and is not the most appropriate term that of Koheleth—* Vanity 
of Vanities” ? 

My mind then wandered off to the wishes of men after their 
death. Some desire to be cremated. Others endeavour to prevent 
veir children from marrying persons of a specified religious belief. 
Verbaps the most striking wish in my experience was that expressed 
hy the late Professor Turner, the Oxford Astronomer, who died in 
10. “1 venture to hope,” he said in a message for ‘his friends, 
“that there may be some who will care to drink a glass to my 
nemory, and, if so, I beg them to do so at such time and in such 
ompany as they may find convenient, and, further, that they will 
choose their own liquor; but if anyone should desire to know my 
preference, then I say: Let it be strong ale.” He must have had a 
marked sense of humour and was hardiy one of those who in 
acon’s phrase “ fear death as children fear to go in the dark.” 

The Antiquary quoted the passage in the Ethics of the Fathers 
in which weare reminded that we are born without our consent 
wud we die without our consent. Is not life for most of us vanity and 
vexation of spirit? he asked. And who, looking back, cannot see 
‘jisappointment after disappointment along the long track? Perbaps 
those are happiest who possess the greatest number of happy 
memories. Yet despite the vanity of life, not alone primitive peoples 
fear the dead. You will find beliefs current that the dead may harm 
you or help you. Savages are under the impression that the dead, 
jealous of the living spoil the crops and that ghosts carry away 
the souls of the living. Consequently they retain customs for 
the purpose of propitiating their departed friends. But the 
cultivation of friendly relations also has the motive of keep- 
ing them in good humour for the purpose of assistance. Among 
some African tribes the belief is prevalent that a man .who lives 
fo a good old age has a vigorous soul and when he goes to 
the next world he takes his power with him. He can, therefore, 
be of great help to the living. So he is expected to send rain, 
bless childless women, and send victory in war. I believe 
(the Antiquary continued), that among Jews some such undefined 
belief must exist in the power of the dead over the lives of 
the living. Perhaps that is at the bottom of our zeal for say- 
ing Kaddish, and making public gifts in memory of souls. If we 
were not afraid of the dead, should we send our children out of the 
Synagogue during the recitation of the “ Memorial Prayers for the 
Departed"? There are still many people who do so, just as there 
are people who address their dead parents where they lie buried. 

[ recollect (the Antiquary continued) reading somewhere of the 
tyranny of the dead. Some French author it must have been who 
declared, “ce qu'il y a de plus vivant dans le présent, c'est le passé,” 
and again, “Uhumanité se compose de plus de morts que de 
vivanis.” [I believe Bentham actually uses the word tyranny. 

Of all tyranny,” he wrote, “the most relentless is that of the 
dead: for it cannot be mollified. Of all folly, the most incurable is 
that of the dead: for it cannot be instructed.’ Bentham here 
touches a fundamental issue. There are some people who argue, 
What was good enough for my father is good enough for me. They 
hold that all our thought, all our politics, all our religion was 
Shaped by the dead. They are Traditionalists or Fundamentalists. 
ae them are opposed the Progressive-minded who claim the right 
to think for themselves, who hold that the Dead could not possibly 
legislate for modern conditions. The opposition of this school of 
thought lies at the root of a good many of our troubles in Europe. 
In the main, the young people want to shape their lives themselves, 
while their seniors incline to be Traditionalists. 
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But even Traditionalists are not wholly consistent, I ventured 
to urge. They cannot possibly adopt everything formulated by the 
Dead. Take one illustration. Here is an opinion expressed by St. 
Augustine. “Be assured and doubt not that not only men who have 
obtained the use of their reason, but also little children who have 
begun to live in their mothers’ womb ang@there died, or who, having 
been just born, have parsed away frofm the world without the 
Sacrament of Holy Baptism, must be punished by the eternal torture 
of undying fire.” To make the doctrine clearer, he illustrates it by 
the case of a mother who had two children. Each of these is but a 
lump of perdition. Neither had ever performed a moral or immoral 
act. The mother overlies one, and it perishes unbaptised. It goes 
to eternal torment. The other is baptised and saved. Can there 
be a doctrine more horrible? Yet it was accepted bythe Church. 
In theory it perhaps still stands as a doctriue of the Church. Bub 
who can accept this legacy from the tyranny of the Dead? Ifanyone 
rejected it, would he be blameworthy ? 

You can cap this by a Jewish example. The Rabbis taught, 
and the teaching has found its way into the Prayer Book and is 
recited in Synagogues every Friday evening, that “For three 
transgressions women die in childbirth: because they have been 
negligent in regard to their periods of separation ("73), in respect to 
the consecration of the first cake of dough (m5n), and in the lighting 
of the Sabbath lamp (30 np>t7).” Likewise a horrible doctrine. 
The man who gave it expression must have hada vicious mind. Yet 
our Traditionalists say, This is the teaching of our Fathers: this is 
part of Judaism. The Traditionalists are but subjecting themselves 
blindly to the tyranny of the Dead. 

To be consistent, our obscurantist Traditionalists should carry 
out every ordinance in the Codes. But life is stronger than laws. 
and even the Traditionalists cannot do it. ‘The tyranny of the 
Dead becomes powerless, and Traditionalists pick and choose. On 
the other hand, there are those who liberate themselves entire! y 
from the tyranny of the Dead. Perhaps the middle course is best 
to profit by the experience of the Dead, but at the same time to 
remember that the Living, too, have their claims. Judaism to-day 
suffers from too much tyranny of the Dead. Jews seem to care 
more about the religion of the Dead than that of the Living. Any 
simpleton can repeat what the Dead have said. It requires trua 
leadership bordering on genius to formulate teaching for the needs 
of the Living. Such religious leadership we lack. Accordingly, the 
number of Jews dead goes on increasing, while the number of living 
Jews; knowing their Judaism, is on the decline. As Solomon 
Schechter put it—we are content to believe with our fathers’ hearts. 

There is much in your contention, the Antiquary replied. A 
people with as long a history as ours must simply be overwhelmed 
with Tradition. But Tradition needs to be sifted and reviewed 
from time to time. We have neither the men nor the machinery 
for the purpose, and so we drift on, paying lip-service to the Trad. 
tion of the Dead, which turns into dead tradition. Dead tradition 
can no more be made to live than can dead men.

Aseff: The Russian Judas. 
Blacket, Ltd. Price 18s.). 


The book, though exclusively based on verified facts, thrills and 
horrifies the reader more than the wildest imaginings of a novelist, and is 
one of the most amazing chapters of the development of the Russian 
Revolution before the World War. Incidentally it al-o shows the part the 
Jews of Russia played in that particular section of Russian life. 

It might have been more appropriate to call the book : Aseff—a Russian 
Judas, for besides him, as Nicolaievsky himself shows, there were among 
the Russian Revolutionaries mavy more Judases just as wicked and 
unprincipled as Aseff; and one of the non-Jewish Judases, a man of 
Cabinet rank and very highly placed in the Imperial Court circles, 
betrayed the Emperor's movements to the Terrorists who were plotting to 
murder him, 

It was Aseff’s knowledge of this betrayal that saved the Tsar on that 
occasion. So highly was that non-Jewish Judas placed that Stolypin—the 
Prime Minister at the time, dared not bring him to book for his betrayal. 

For fifteen years Aseff carried on his double-crossing game, but both 
the Terrorists of the Social-Revolutionary Party and the Russian Political 
Police had blind confidence in him. 

The Kishinev pogrom made a tremendous impression both in Russia 
and abroad. It made a deep impression also on Aseff, although he was 
notin any way interested in Jewish affairs; at heart, however, he was 
a Jew. Aseff held Plehve responsible for the pogrom, and he said so 
frankly to his own police chiefs. One of them records in his memoirs, 
published since, that ** Aseff shook with fury and hate when speaking of 
Plehve to me.” 

Aseff's indignation sealed Plehve's fate, and Plehve was blown up by 
a bomb. The book contains a whole chapter devoted to this plot. 

There is another incident recorded in the book which would. be of 
peculiar interest to the Jewish reader. This is the unmasking of another 
traitor, the Priest Gapon, in which the well-known Jewish Engineer, 
P. Rutenberg, now the head of the electricity. works in Palestine, took a 
certain part. Gapon was murdered by his own followers in most dramatic 
circumstances: in a lonely villa in Finland—a few score miles from 
Petersburg.

Like the 
play. it does not offer any convincing reason why Mattathias, having been 
for fifteen hundred years proof against any attack by bow or steel, should 
no longer be invulnerable when faced by the fire of the Inquisition. It 
is interesting to contrast the idea of the curse of eternal life, with the 
Jewish prayer for long life. But, nevertheless, the Jewish reader will 
not find the book antipathetic. The atmosphere of Jewish homeé-life 
throughout the ages, is subtly and convincingly conveyed, and Mattathias 
is a character in whom one can take a real and human interest. For the 
background of the story, the history of our people during the first fifteen 
centuries of the Christian era, is ably sketched, and one catches a glimpse 
of that indomitable, eternal spirit which has survived Caesar, the terror of 
the Crusades, Torquemada and will survive Hitler. Mrs. Temple Thurston 


writes with ease and a sense of poetry which makes the book pleasurable 
reading. 


To his other experiments in Anglo-Jewish drama, Mr. H. F. Rubin- 
stein has now added the most significant of all thus far: WHITEHALL, 
1656: A PLAY IN ONE AcT (The Favil Press, Is.).. The title indicates 
clearly enough the scope of the action, which is inspired in the main by 
the late Lucien Wolf's discovery of what he termed “ Cromwell's Jewish 
Intelligencers.” Cromwell and Menasseh ben Israel are in conference in 
Whitehall, and seem to have reached a deadlock, when “ Mr. Hunter” 
(in fact a Jew named Dias) appears with secret intelligence which saves 
the former's life. It is this fact which decides him to re-admit the Jews 
openly, as a token of gratitude. The sketch is a little slight, and requires 
correction, for the sake of historicity, in a few points of detail: but it 
could hardly be bettered as a curtain-raiser for an Anglo-Jewish dramatic 
performance. Is it too much to hope that Mr. Rubinstein will one day 
devote his talents to a full-dress play on this or some similar theme?

volume is a series of letters from Zunz to Steinschneider (some of them 
written while the latter was at Oxford), and published with pious 
devotion by his illustrious pupil, Alexander Marx. 


A new illustrated German Rible reader DIE GESCHICHTEN DER BIBEL, 
by Joachim Prinz (Erich Reiss Verlag, Berlin), will doubtless delight those 
in whose hands it is placed. Legible print, attractive woodcuts and a free 
and easy narrative style that nevertheless does not surrender the dignity 
of the orivinal, make the book a model of its kind.

To divert him from his serious thoughts I suggested, somewhat 
f ppantly perhaps, that you can measure the value of life in terms 
of newspaper print. For most of us, life ends in a public announce- 
ment in the daily press, duly paid for. Others are included in a long 

short Obituary notice, inserted to-day and forgotten to-morrow. 

\ few may even have their photograph reproduced. But, sum it all 

vp, and is not the most appropriate term that of Koheleth—" Vanity 
Vanities" ? 

My mind then wandered off to the wishes of men after their 
Some desire to be cremated. Others endeavour to prevent 
their children from marrying persons of a specified religious belief. 
Verhaps the most striking wish in my experience was that expressed 
by the late Professor Turner, the Oxford Astronomer, who died in 
1050. “ LT yenture to hope,” he said in a message for his friends, 
‘that there may be some who will care to drink a glass to my 
memory, and, if so, I beg them to do so at such time and in such 
company as they may find convenient, and, further, that they will 
choose their own liquor; but if anyone should desire to know my 
preference, then I say: Let it be strong ale.” He must have had a 
marked sense of humour and was hardly one of those who in 
acon's phrase “ fear death as children fear to go in the dark.” 

The Antiquary quoted the passage in the Ethics of the Fathers 
in which we are reminded that we are born without our consent 
nnd we die without our consent. Is not life for most of us vanity and 
vexation of spirit? he asked. And. who, looking back, cannot see 
disappointment after disappointment along the long track? Perhaps 
those are happiest who possess the greatest number of happy 
memories. Yet despite the vanity of life, not alone primitive peoples 
fear the dead. You will find beliefs current that the dead may harm 
you or help you. Savages are under the impression that the dead, 
jealous of the living spoil the crops and that ghosts carry away 
' the souls of the living. Consequently they retain customs for 
the purpose of propitiating their departed friends. But the 
cultivation of friendly relations also has the motive of keep- 
ing them in good humour for the purpose of assistance. Among 
some African tribes the belief is prevalent that a man who lives 
to a good old age has a vigorous sout and when he goes to 
the next world he takes his power with him. He can, therefore, 
be of great help to the living. So he is expected to send rain, 
bless childless women, and send victory in war. I believe 
(the Antiquary continued), that among Jews some such undefined 
belief must exist in the power of the dead over the lives of 
the living. Perhaps that is at the bottom of our zeal for say- 
ing Kaddish, and making public gifts in memory of souls. If we 
were not afraid of the dead, should we send our children out of the 
Synagogue during the recitation of the “ Memorial Prayers for the 
Departed”? There are still many people who do so, just as there 
are people who address their dead parents where they lie buried. 

[ recollect (the Antiquary continued) reading somewhere of the 
tyranny of the dead. Some French author it must.have been who 
declared, “ce qwil y a de plus vivant dans le présent, c'est le passé,” 
and again, “Uhumanité se compose de plus de morts que de 
vivanis.” IT believe Bentham actually uses the word tyranny. 

Of all tyranny,” he wrote, “the most relentless is that of the 
dead: for it cannot be mollified. Of all folly, the most incurable is 
that of the dead: for it cannot be instructed.” Bentham here 
touches a fundamental issue. There are some people who argue, 
What was good enough for my father is good enough for me. They 
hold that all our thought, all our politics, all our religion was 
Shaped by the dead. They are Traditionalists or Fundamentalists. 
To them are opposed the Progressive-minded who claim the right 
to think for themselves, who hold that the Dead could not possibly 
legislate for modern conditions. The opposition of this school of 
thought lies at the root of a good many of our troubles in Europe. 
In the main, the young people want to shape their lives themselves, 
while their seniors incline to be Traditionalists. 


death. 


But even Traditionalists are not wholly consistent, I ventured 
to urge. They cannot possibly adopt everything formulated by the 
Dead. Take one illustration. Here is an opinion expressed by St. 
Augustine. “Be assured and doubt not that not only men who have 
obtained the use of their reason, but also little children who have 
begun to live in their mothers’ womb and there died, or who, having 
been just born, have passed away from the world without the 
Sacrament of Holy Baptism, must be punished by the eternal torture 
of undying fire.” To make the doctrine clearer, he illustrates it by 
the case of a mother who had twochildren. Each of these is but a 
lump of perdition. Neither had ever performed a moral or immoral 
act. The mother overlies one, and it perishes unbaptised. It goes 
to eternal torment. The other is baptised and saved. Can there 
be a doctrine more horrible? Yet it was accepted bythe Church. 
In theory it perhaps still stands as a doctriue of the Church. But 
who can accept this legacy from the tyranny of the Dead ? 
rejected it, would he be blameworthy ? 

You can cap this by a Jewish example. The Rabbis taught, 
and the teaching has found its way into the Prayer Book and is 
recited in Synagogues every Friday evening, that “For threa 
transgressions women die in childbirth: because they have been 
negligent in regard to their periods of separation (773), in respect to 
the consecration of the first cake of dough (a5n), and in the lighting 
of the Sabbath lamp (27 npds37).” Likewise a horrible doctrine. 
The man who gave it expression must have hada vicious mind. Yet 
our Traditionalists say, This is the teaching of our Fathers: this is 
part of Judaism. The Traditionalists are but subjecting themselves 
blindly to the tyranny of the Dead. , 

To be consistent, our obscurantist Traditionalists should carry 
out every ordinance in the Codes. But life is stronger than laws, 
and even the Traditionalists cannot do it. The tyranny of the 
Dead becomes powerless, and Traditionalists pick and choose. On 
the other hand, there are those who liberate themselves entirely 
from the tyranny of the Dead. Perhaps the middle course is best- 
to profit by the experience of the Dead, but at the same time to 
remember that the Living, too, have their ciaims. 
suffers from too much tyranny of the Dead. Jews seem to cara 
more about the religion of the Dead :.n that of the Living. Any 
simpleton can repeat what the Dead have said. It requires trua 
leadership bordering on genius to fortiu) te teaching for the needs 
of the Living. Such religious leadership we lack. Accordingly, tha 
number of Jews dead goes on increasing, while thé number of living 
Jews, knowing their Judaism, is on the decline. As Solomon 
Schechter put it—we are content to believe with our fathers’ hearts. 

There is much in your contention, the Antiquary replied. .A 
people with as long a history as ours must simply be overwhelmed 
with Tradition. But Tradition needs to be sifted and reviewed 
from time to time. We have neither the men nor the machinery 
for the purpose, and so we drift on, paying lip-service to the Tradi-. 
tion of the Dead, which turns into dead tradition. Dead tradition 
can no more be made to live than can dead men.

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RE-TRAINING GERMAN JEWISH REFUGEES 


Ii—Chalutzim in Denmark 


The little Scandinavian State adjacent to Germany has received 
two thousand of the German refugees. About half are Jews and 
half non-Aryans or political fugitives. In that little country an old- 
established Jewish community dates buck to the seventeenth 
century when King Christian IV. invited Sefardim from Altona 


and Holland to come to his Kingdom and build up a West-Indian. 


and Colonial trade. The Community, though held in great considera- 
tion, is «mall, not more than six thousand. The German crisis 
aroused the Jewish spirit in Denmark, awakened it, indeed, in many 
in whom it was dormant. The most constructive part of the Jewish 
work is that which has been done through the Chalutz Organisation 
for re-training young Jews and Jewesses from Germany for life on 
the soil of Palestine. Fortunately there was in Copenhagen an 
enthusiastic worker for Palestine, who is the son of a Colonist in 
Petach Tikvah, and before this crisis‘had made himself a position 
in the community as the champion of Zionist ideals. He has a 
Jew of Russian origin, and he 
has also the valuable help of the younger generation of 
the family of Melchior which for a century provided the heads 
of the community. Through the devoted work of these few 
individuals about a hundred and filty young men and women 
received a training last year, and over a hundred of them have 
already left for Palestine, while this year a still larger number, 
nearly two hundred, have been placed for training with the Danish 
farmers. The system is in contrast with that of the Dutch Com- 
mittee. There is no Jewish concentration, no Jewish village or 
settlement; but the students are placed with Danish farmers and 
smaliholders, receiving their board and lodging and instruction for 
nothing, and in return working for their master. The Danish 
Government, with whom the Committee are on excellent terms, 
have given generous facilities. A Governmental Organisation for 
bringing foreigu students for agricultural education has accepted 
these young persons from Germany as such students, with the condl- 
tion that after they have completed their year of training they shall 
be sent to Palestine or elsewhere. Each Chalutz is registered with 
the police and also with a Health Iosurance panel in the country, 
and‘is entitled to the medical services of the local authorities, 
The Chalutz movement had initiated its work in Denmark for 
apprenticing candidates for Palestine, a year or two before the 
German crisis. A few students had already been placed with 
fariners with happy results, and there has been no difficulty in 
finding farmers willing to take pupil-workers. The farmers in 


Denmark, largely through the influence of the remarkable institu. 


tion of the Folk High School, have a higher cultural level than 
perhaps any peisantry in the world. Their sense of humanity has 
been developed through these popular Universities. That has 
helped them to understand and extend a helping hond to. those 
driven from Germany and seeking to prepare themselves for a new 
life in a new home. 

On the Island of Zeeland 


About half of the two hundred Chalutzim are in farms in the 
Island of Zeeland, on which Copenhagen lies. The other balf are 
distributed between the Island of Fiinen and the mainland of 
Jutland. The Committee in Copenhagen strives to keep in close touch 
with all of them, partly by visits round the farms, partly by the 


' services of a Hebrew teacher—hailing from Palestine. of course—and 


partly by correspondence. The peripatetic teacher organises Hebrew 
lessons in the evening when the day's work on the farm is done, for 
little groups who come together at some convenient centre from the 
scattered farms and have their lesson in a barn or a friendly room. 
Besides their meetings for Hebrow they have constant Sichoth for 
discussion of the new life; and, through the papers and literature 
from Germany and from Palestine, they keep in touch with the old 
life and the new, the past and the future. The students in the more 
distant farms cannot be regularly visited, but young instructors 
have been found who look after the groups around them. Two little 
bodies of orthodox Chalutzim belonging to the Mizrachi Organisa- 
tion have been formed, at the instance of the Chief Rabbi. 
They live together and have their kasher food prepared by one of 
them, and observe the Sabbath faithfully. The vast majority of the 
Chalutzim, however, live with the farmer's family, having each their 
little room and usually their little library. The Committee provides 
them with workmen's clothes when necessary, and the girls have a 
workmanlike look in their blue trousers. The Committee, too, have 
provided the groups with a number of bicycles—cycling may be con- 
sidered the national form of transit in Denmark—so that they can 
keep in touch with one another and go the more easily to the common 
meetings. It may be mentioned that the total cost of the work last 
year for the hundred-and-fifty Chalutzim was 40,000 Kr., or less 
than £2,000. That is the sum required for the journeys, the equip- 
ment, the Hebrew teacher, ete. In no country is the work of 
retraining done as economically, and in no country, probably,.with 
such excellent results. Nearly half of those now receiving their 
yeor of training are Polish subjects and of the rest nearly one 
quirter are Stateless. It is another sign of the generous outlook of 
the Danish Government that it accepts the refugees without distine.- 


= of nationality; and so the Chalutz Organisation can place in 


Derimark many who will not be received in other countries because 
they have not German nationality. Q | 
It is a heartening and encouraging experience to go round the 
farms and see the Chalutzim at work, and talk tothem and— 
usually through an interpreter—to the farmer and his wife, with 
whom they are working. It will give, perhaps, a more vivid idea

to describe a few typical cases. In the first farm I found @ young 
woman working in a flower garden and nursery garden. She hai! 
been for six months previously in Sweden and was now finishin,; 
her training before going out to join her brother in Palestine. Sh 
spoke Danish fluently enough, and was happy in her work, as was 
her mistress in her help. At the second farm there were three 
Jewish students. The first, who was ploughing, looked a fine type 
of worker and might have been taken for the Danish farmer's son. 
He had been in the country a year and, not being eighteen, mus! 
wait till he could get his immigration certificate for Palestine. 
There could be no doubt that he was of real use. Another youth 
had been there but a few months. The third was a girl who, too, 
had a brother in Palestine: Ata third farm I found two Chalutzim, 
the girl who helped in the housework as well as on the land, and 
the boy who had been a medical student in Germany in his third 
year of study, now wholeheartedly enthusiastic for the life on the 
land. The farmer had been to a High School and was interested in 
thn Zionist ideal. His wife, who had been in England for a year, 
was an artist.. A picture in the room, which I thought must be 
of Ben Yahuda and brought there by one of the Chalutzim, was 
the picture of her father painted by her. It is significant of the 
interest that the Chalutz movement has inspired in Denmark that 
the principal daily paper of Copenhagen sent this year a special 
correspondent to Palestine, who has been writing a series of 
sympathetic articles about the Jewish National Home and who has 
knowledge and understanding of Jewish history and the Jewish 
people. Atanother farm there were two Chalutzim who have taken 
the place of three others now settled in Palestine. A Danish worker 
on the farm, who was an artist, had drawn a series of caricatures of 
the Chalutzim: one, a study of an intellectual agricultural refugee, 
with the legend: “To be or not to be!” another of Chalutzim:at 
morning parade, with brooms and pails. At the next place we 
found two girls; and the farmer, who was the head of the local 
police, told us that he would like to keep one of them permanently. 
In every household one is greeted with almost embarrassing 
hospitality. One must always drink ; not seldom one must drink of 
Palestine wine which has been made popular by the coming of the 
candidates for Palestine—so that one is in danger of ending the 
day rolling. | 

The last Centre we visited was Frederiksund, a amall town in 
which a Jewish fumily has been settled over a hundred years. They 
are the sole survivors of what was once a Community and their house 
is the centre for the Chalutzim of the neighbourhood, One of the 
farms outside the town, where three of the Chalutzim are working, is 
owned by the schoolmaster of the secondary school. He teaches 
natural history and is a great authority in the country on bird life. 
Last year he received two of the students. The Chalutzim live with 
the family and were harvesting with the children of the family. In 
the last house we found another couple ; and last year the farmer bad 
received three. One of the two was a young woman who had been in 
Germany, a worker in the Berlin Zionist Office. She had first fled from 
Germany to Poland, being a Polish subject; but she could not adjust 
herself to the life there. She had been in Danmark for two months, 
and already felt the influence of the tranquil atmosphere. The 
neatuess and beauty of the land, the tranquil life of the home, 
the spirit of co-operation which is distinctive of Danish farming, 
and, lastly, that broad humanity which has given a welcome to 
strangers—these circumstances of their training in Denmark cannot 
but have an influence on the life of these Chalutzim in Eretz Yisrael. 
They will bring a certain outlook and ideal which will be precious 
in the Yishuv. Their very dispersion in a hundred homes, on the 
one hand, with their varied experience of Danish society, and, on 
the other, the corporate feeling engendered in their little groups, 
will be a valuable asset. They will ca ry to Palestine a practical 


sense of the love of their neighbour, for they have been sojourners 
themselves in a friendly land. 


Germany and the Jews 
VIEWS OF ROTARIANS 


Speaking at the Birmingham Rotary Club, on “ Germany—Past 
and Present,” Professor Sir Raymond Beazley said: It has attacked 
particularly the extreme Left in politics, and has sought to identify 
Jewish elements in Germany with the extreme Left—largely with politics 
of Communism. That, no doubt, is to the last degree deplorable, 
frightfully exaggerated on the most favourable showing and very 
injurious to its own position in Europe and the world and to its judgment 
in ** the hands of fair-minded men and women,” 

At a luncheon of the Dudley Rotary Club, Mr. A. L. Brett, 
of Bimingham, gave his personal impressions of a recent visit 
to Germany. In moving a vote of thanks to the speaker, Rotarian J. 
Whaley said he thought Germany had made a mistake in the way in 
which she had dealt with the Jewish question, and that she would suffer, 
and would one day regret the treatment she had handed out to the Jews, 
Rotarian Pearson remarked that it was the worst move Hitler made when 
he dealt with the Jews in the manner he did. The whole of the Jewish 


fraternity had shown the world that they were massed against Hitler; 
they were boycotting Germany. 


Sir Arthur Balfour, former President of te Association of British 
Chambers of Commerce, speaking at the City Memorial Hall, Sheffield, 
to the local Junior Chamber of Commerce, said, in the course 
of his address: that why the Germans chose the momertof their greatest 
distress to oppress the Jews he did not know. The financial position of 
Germany and her trade were being seriously affected by such oppression. 
That the Germans should have started an interna! religious quarrel 
seemed almost incredible. It had been beneficial to this country that 
Hitler had quarrelled with the Jews. Sheffield had picked up trade with 


the eastern border of Germany. lt was to Britain’s benefit to have a

LORD NOEL-BUXTON ON REFUGEES PROBLEM 


Lord Noel-Buxton presided on Thursday of last week over a meeting 
of the Save the Children Fund, of which he is President, at 50, Porchester 
Terrace, W., the residence of the Hon. Mrs. Franklin. He said he had 
bold the Gerthan Ambassador that while they all desired the best possible 
relations with Germany as with other countries, their British tradition of 
helping the suffering outweighed every other consideration.

Financial Considerations Paramount 


CUTTING THE COAT ACCORDING TO THE CLOTH 


At a meeting of the Board of Deputies held on July 15th last, . 
a Special Committee was appointed to consider and report on the 
recommendations for administrative re-organisation which had 
been adopted following what was known as the Rowson Report on 
that subject. 

This Special Committee, under the Chairmanship of Sir Isidore 
Salmon, M.P., and during his illness under that of Mr. Lionel L. 
Cohen, K.C., presented its Report and Recommendations to the 
meeting of the Deputies last week ; but discussion of it had to be 
postponed in consequence of pressure of other work. 

The principal task of the Committee of re-organisation, it appears 
from their report, has been to adjust the recommendations passed by the 
Board to the Board's financial resources. T.ue income of the Deputies for 
the year ending April, 1934, amounted to some £2,90), After careful con- 
siieration, the Committee estimated the annual cost of the administration 
&@s constitutedin accordance wi.h the recommendations, as £5,400, which 
ig £2,500 more than the income for a formal year. 


Cost of Proposed Administration 
The Committee therefore d-cided that it-was impracticable to put the 
Rew scheme of administration as a whole into effect and recommends 
going as far in that direction as finance permits. The cost of the 
re-organised administration recommended by the Committee, is estimated 
as follows:

Deficit to be taken from Reserves 


After discussing the possibilitics of future developments, the report 
estimates that of the £1,000 odd extra cost of these proposals over the 
estimated year’s income, certain portions may prove of a tempo. ary nature 
so that the total permanent increase is not likely to exceed £500 per 
annum. The Committee recommends that the deficit for the time being 
be met out of the Deputies’ Reserve Fund which can face this cost for a 
year or two, after which time the position will have to be reconsidered. 

The eport contains a recommendation for the setting up of a Special 
Committee to make the appointments involved in the proposals, It also 
sets forth the textual alterations in the Constitution necessary to give 
effect to the various decisions on administrat.ve reform agreed 'to in July 
last. Among these the Committees of the Board are listed as fo lows: 


Executive, Law and Parliamentary, Finance, Shechita, Aliens, Press and 
Information, Education, Palestine, aud Foreign (Joint Foreign Committee). 


The New Committee 


After Clause 24 of the Constitution, the following insertion {s recom- 
mended in connection with the establishment of an Executive Committee, 
there having up to now been no such Committee. 

The Executive Committee shall consist of the President, the Vice-Presidents, 
the Treasurer, the Chairman of the Law and Parliamentary Committee, the 
Chairman of the Press and Information Committee, and the Anglo-Jewish 
Association, Chairman of the Joint Foreign Committee (if he be also a member 
of the Board). Tbe Executive shall function through the statutory Commitices 

Bye-law 6 of the constitution is amended by the addition of the 
following: “* The President may, however, vacate the Chair in favour of 
one of the other Executive Officers whenever he thinks it desirable.” 


Minority Reports 

Two minority reports have been submitted, one by Mr. Isidor 
Abrahams and ove by Mr. L. J. Hydieman. 

Mr.-Abrahams disagrees with the recommendation to provide the 
increased cost out of resérves and to postpone the final problem of 
raising additional income for two years. He suggests that the present 
amounts now demanded from Synagogues for representation on the 
Board should be revised and a scheme be formulated, whereby each 
member of a Congregation be charged two-and-a-half per cent. to five per 
cent. (maximum ten shillings) of the annual Synagogue subscription, 

Mr. Hydleman also suggests increasing the levies from which the 
Board’s income is principaily derived, and the raising of private 
subscriptions as an auxiliary source of junds. 


World Union for Progressive Judaism 


The Governing Body of the Union met on Monday at the Liberal 
Jewish Synagogue, St. John's Wood Road. Reports were received from 
constituent organisations and countries where pioneer work Was being 
undertaken, Germany. Holland, Austria, Hungary, Australia and South 
Africa being included in one or other of these categories. An active group 
was developing in Bulapest, the supporters numbering three hundred, 
The German delegates reported on the recent meeting of the Vereinigung 
fuer das (iberale Judentum, in Berlin, at which the discussions had reached 
an extremely high standard, and the tone of the conference had testified 
tothe unity of purpose and spiritual outlook among Progressive Jews in 
Germany to-day. It was proposed to hold a Youth Day on April 7th, 
when a Service and an afternoon Conference were to be organised in each

ARLOZOROFF CLUB DEBATE 


WILD ACCUSATIONS BY COMMUNIST SPEALEL 

Under the auspices of the Arlozoroff Zionist Club a debate was 
held at the Shoreditch Town Hal! on Sunday evening between the 
Rev. M. L. Perlzweig, Hon. Secretary of the Zionist Federation of 
Great Britain and Ireland and Mr. W. Gallacher, a leading personality 
in the Communist Party of Great Britain, the subject being 
“ Zionism—Communism.” Lord Strabolgi presided. 

The great claim, said Mr. Perlzweig, which Zionism made as a 
practical policy of to-day was that it was the only movement which 
enabled tens of thousands of Jews who would otherwise be helpless 
victims of the worst kind of Fascism, to find a possibility for work and 
bread. Palestine, as the result of the work of the Zionist movement for 
a period of more than fifty years, had succeeded in developing that 
country up to a point at which it was abie to take 50,000 new immigrants 
in the couse of one year. He showed how Zionism was not only a 
national movement, but a movement which existed for the purpose of 
enabling the Jewish people to give expression to its social ideal. The 
Zionist movement had produced in Palestine not only a resurgence 
of Jewish life spiritually, but a social form whieh had produced Avutzot 
which were a form of Communism in which the spiritual ideal of Com- 
munism had been carried further than anywhere else in the world—even 
than in Russia. The Communists in Russia had offered the Jew emanci. 
pation—at the price of dissolution. * You solve the problem of my life 
very easily,” said Mr. Perlzweig, if. 1 commit suicide."’ 

Mr. Gallacher devoted the first half of his speech to an attack on 
private property. 
property operated in the same way in every country against the interests 
of the masses and for the profit and privilege of the few. He stressed the 
need of unity between the Jew and Geutile worker in orde:r tc overthrow 
the capitalist class—those who owned and controlled private property and 
the means of life. . 

In Russia to-day there was no anti-Semitism and the only solution for 
the Jew and Ge tile, he contended, Was that of common property replacing 
private property. “As one who understands the Jewish question,” he 
said, “1 declare here that the Jewish bourgeoisic has sold and betrayed 
the Jewish movement.” He also alleved that the Zionists had the same 
ideology, “only not in such an advanced stage,” as Hitler had. 

Referring to the Mandate, Mr. Gallacher expressed his conviction 
that it was only a formality’; that it was Britain that was controlling the 
eountry. He told them that the leaders of the Zionist Movement—the 
leaders of the *‘ bourgeois Jews'’ were quite conscious of the ** game ” 
which Great Britain was playing. Palestine was the key point to the 
gateway to the east which was vital to Britain and the greatest menace 
which would face Great Br.tain there would be a united Arab nation and 
that was why the Jews were being sent to Palestine. 

_ There was momentary uproar when he declared that “there are so 
many Jews going into Palestine and they wil! get bread. But there are 
s0 many Arabs getting pushed out of Palestine who won't get bread.” 

The preva ling mode of production in Palestine was based on private 
ownership and those people who were working in the colonies were 
building on a basis 0: private control and ownership and as a consequence 
they were subject to every kind of speculation that was going on in Pales 
tine at the present time. Hi.h rents were everywhere prevalent. Arabs, 
he alleged, were being driven out of the land. 

In his reply Mr. Perlzweig said that the mis-statements of fact by 
Mr. Gallacher in that smal! part of his speech which dealt with Zionism 
showed that the whole foundation upon which the speech rested, fell to 
the ground. Mr. Gallacher had said that the Arabs were being pushed 
out. He thought that anyone who Was prepared to speak in a public 
place upon Palestine ought to know that so far from the Arabs of Pales- 
tine being pushed out, tens of thousands of Arabs had come in from the 
non-Zionist countries round about into Palestine, where they could find 
employment, because the Jewish masses in Palestine had created the 
conditions which enabled them to be employed. What was more, the 
Jewish masses in Palestine and the Labour Organisation at which he 
had sneered was the first Organisation which had begun to teach the Arab 
workers how to organise themselves. 

Mr. Gallacher said that the colonists were working under conditions 
as hard and terrible as in any concentration camp in Germany,

Revisionists and Official Zionist Policy 


From Mr. JOSEPH L. COHEN 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 


S1r,—I am glad to have an authoritative statement of the Revisionist 
licy on Jewish Immigration into Palestine. May I say how surprised 
am to discover how close it is to that of the present Executive of the 

Jewish Agency and indeed, of all Zionist Executives since the Balfour 
Declaration was issued, | 

1, The import tariff of Palestine is designed mainiy for revenue and 
in part for the encouragemnent or protection of local produce and manu- 
facture. Further developments along the line of protecting home industries 
are taking place. In this respect there is little, if anything, of material 
difference between the Official Zionists and the Revisionists who ask for @ 
policy of custom duties protecting local industries. 
2. Revisionists also follow the official policy in asking for “ Trade 
agreements with neighbouring countries, favourable to the development 
of Pale-tinian exports.” The Mandate unfortunately forbids any country 
from enjoying advantages which are not open to all members of the 
League. A change in this matter is desirabl: and the Palestine Govern- 
ment declares itself to be eager for it. But it would be absurd to ignore 
the délicate questions which would result fiom cal ing for a change in the 
Mandate or for an interpretation which runs counter to its express wording. 

3. The Executive of the Jewish Agency has repeatedly urged on the 
Government that new settlers should not pay taxes on land during their 
early years. This question is now acute with reference to settlers on 
Natioval Fund land. The Revisionists clearly would support their stand 
on this subject. 

4. The Mandatory Power is obliged under the Mandate t) encourage 

“close settlement by Jews on the land, including State and waste lands 
not required for public purposes.” This has remained practically a dead 
letter. The Government has taken the line that there are no State lands 
available for such purposes. 
Revisionists ask that in addition to such lands the State should 
purchase land from their owners who do not cultivate them, at a reason- 
able price fixed by a neu. ral commission, in order to form a State land 
reserve for agricultural colonisation. This has been long advocated by 
Zionists, although, so far as I know, this second part has not been 
included in the official policy because I suppos.: that, until the first pars 
is implemented, the second is not practical poiitics, 

Official Zionists have gone further than this programme proposes, 

They have urged the undertaking of a plan of public works by the Govern- 
ment. Tiey have contended also that large Government reserves invested 
outside the country are holding up its best and quickest development. 

The Jewish Agency has done and is doing iis utmost in every one of 

these fields, and although its efforts are cramped, it bas continued tire- 
lessly to seek means to lucrease the absorptive capacity of tne country. 
That it has done so with a considerable .nieasure of success is shown by 
the fact that Palestine Jewish immigration last year was 55,000, 
tut that is not the issue. What is important to reali e is that the 
Revisionists endorse the policy of the Executive in this fleild. Now in 
view of this astonishing fact which I have elicited from Mr. Ja obi, what 
are we to make of Mr. Jabolinsky’s statements published in your issue of 
December 28th? He said: 
Revisionists disagreed with the tendency among many people to depend 
for tie realisation of the Ziomist purpose ailmo:+t entirely upon the constructive 
activity of the Jews. Colonisation was a State business and nothing less, and 
without active State co-operation in | gislation and administration Ziomism 
was impossi) e. And secondly, in their interpretation of Herzi’s assertion that 
it was for Zionists to create those conditions which would release the mass

WILD ACCUSATIONS BY COMMUNIST SPEAKER

The figures for the first half-year of 1934, he writes, reveal that Pales- 
tine imported during this period goods to the value of £7,046,528, compared 
with £4,873,000 in the first six months of 1933. Great Britain came first 
with £1,380,000 compared with £903,174 in the same period in 1933 ; 
Germany came second with £858,744, compared with £510,700 in 1933; and 
the United States third with £591,228, compared with £450,000 in 1935. 
Pa estine exports in the first six months of 1934 amounted to £2,459,019, 
compared with £1,900,744 in 1933, of which Britain took £1,369,415 com. 
pared with £1,202,879 in the same period of 1933, and Germany £589,155, 
compared with £307,302 in the same period of 1933. 

The development of foreign trade between Germany and Palestine is 
the more amazing because Germany's foreign trade is very much 
hampered by the currency difficulties, quite apart from the lack of raw 
materials and the increase of prices of raw materials. The phenomenon 
is explained by the growing emigration of German Jews to Palestine 
during the last two years. Acc :rding to German statistics, 10,000 Germain 
Jews emigrated to Palestine in the past two years. According to P lestine 
statistics, the number was over 15,000. The tatter figure should be the 
correct one. since German statistics only count those who went to Pales- 
tine direct from Germany, and many must have gone after an intermediary 
stay in another country. Most of these immigrants from Germany 
belonged to the well-to-do classes, and have gone to Palestine to invest 
their capital in economic enterprises, 
Palestine has meant also an emigration of German capital to Palestine. 


“New Era in Zionist Work” 
EXPANSION OF AGRICULTURE 

Mr. Leib Jaffe, Managing Director of the Keren Hayesod, Dr. 
Arthur Ruppin, Chairman of the Palestine Jewish Agency Executive, 
and Mr. Eliezer Kaplan, Treasurer of the Jewish Agency Executive, 
addressed a gathering of Pressmen in Jerusalem, at which they 
proclaimed the dawn of anew era in Zionist work. Mr. Jaffe said that 
the Keren Hayesod had invested £1,600,000 in Jewish colonisation 
and their principal work now will be in agriculture. 

Dr. Ruppin said that the agricultural Yishuv constituted only 
15 per cent. of the Jewish population of Patestine, and declared 
that they would be obliged to increase the percentage in the coming 
vear. More than 500 Jewish families will be colonised in the Wadi 
Havarith, he said, and more than 8,000 candidates are waiting their 
turn to be volonised. 

Mr. Eliezer Kaplan reported that there was an improvement in 
the financial status of the Jewish Agency. 

The £500,000 loan concluded last month opened up new inter. 
national perspectives, he said, declaring that he believed that a 
second loan was possible and probable.

ARAB PROPAGANDA EXPLODED 


Sir Robert Waley Cohen's Iraq Visa 
[From our Parliamentary Correspondent} 


The Secretary of State for the Colonies disposed of the suggestion 
that the operations of the Electricity undertaking on the River 
Jordan have caused damage to the amenities of the Sea of Galilee, 
when he told the House that the present subsidence of the waters 
of Lake Tiberias appeared to be due largely to natural causes. It 
is announced that special measures will be instityted to minimise 
the malarious consequences of a low level along the western shore 
from Tabgha to Samakh. 

There is strong evidence of the determination of the pro-Arab 
agitators to influence the opinion of members against encouraging 
Jewish enterprise in Palestine. I find that some who had a leaning 
towards the Arab standpoint have been badly shaken in their faith 


_ in this propaganda, in consequence of the High Commissioner's 


statement on the Huleh Concession which was elicited in reply 
to Colonel Todd's questions. I heard Mr. Barnett Janner in the 
Lobby explaining to a group of Members how the benefits 
which will accrue to the Arab population from the drainage work 
there was typical of what had happened so frequently in the course 
of the development of the Jewish National Home. Sir J. D. Morgan, 
a prominent Welsh politician, who was present, recalled the great 
impression that Jewish effort in Palestine had left on Mr. Ramsay 
MacDonald and himself when they visited that country together 
in 1922. | 

The Parliamentary Palestine Committee had intended to hold a 
meeting to be addressed by Mr. Sokolow, but this has had to be 
postponed until his return from Sweden. 

A question which appeared on the Order Paper enquiring about 
an alleged refusal of the Iraq Government to grant a visa to Sir 
Robert Waley Cohen was withdrawn by Col. Wedgwood when he 
was informed (in consequence of a telegram addressed by Sir Robert 
to THe Jewish CHRONICLE) that there was no truth in the report. 

On Wednesday next, in the House of Lords, I am informed, 
Lord Marley will ask the Government whether refugees from the 
Saar are considered as coming under the general responsibility of 
the High Commissioner for Refugees (Jewish and non-Jewish) 
coming from Germany, and what action is being taken by H.M. 
Government to aid the High Commissioner in his general task of 
the settlement of refugees; and also to move for papers.

“The Synagogue as a Place of Entertainment”

Sin,--As Wardens of the Stoke Newington Synagogue, we cannot 
allow the letter of *‘ Au Courant” to pass unchallenged. We cannot 
agree, in the first place, that it was necessary for your correspondent to 
make a pul lic protest at the manner in which he alleges the services are 
being conducted at ovr Synagogue. Surly it would have been more 
manly and much fairer if your correspondent had first approached the 
Hon, Officers with his complaint. But we are not surprised at his action. 
The fact that he has not the courage to put his name to the communica- 
tion is sufficient proof that he himself feels that his complaint is futile and 
groundless and that he is afraid to put his grievance before the proper 
authorities. The aggressive manner of his epistle, the lack of respect and 
feeling shown, only convinces us that some personal rancour is behind 
your correspondent's attitude. 

‘‘Au Courant” bewails the passing of what he calls ‘‘ an eminently 
happy state of affairs.” We, on our part, much prefer the present 
circumstances. We welcome the crowded condition of our Synagogue 
each Sabbath. We welcome the strangers who probably understand the 
meaning of the words they utter much better than your correspondent 
and who realise that the glorious interpretation of the prayers given by 
our Reader entitles him to be accepted in the true sense of the words 
as a “' Sweet Singer in Israel.” We welcome most heartily the *‘ hordes ” 
of young people who previously were seldom seen in a Synagogue on 
Sabbath and many of whom have become permanent members since the 
advent of the new Chazan. 

The decorum of our Synagogue is no worse thanit was. True it is 
that some slight subdued noise is caused at times. But is this to be 
wondered at when 900 to 1,000 people congregate at a Service? Every 
endeavour is made by the officials and volunt:ry helpers to keep the 
decorum of the Synagogue and we venture to think that we have succeeded. 
It is a fact that the usual length of our service is about two-and-a-half 
hours, exc~pt on special occasions and if “Au Courant” prefers a shorter 
service we can only advise him to pay his very brief visit to any one of 
the many neighbouring Synagogues, where he will perhaps find that more 
respect is paid to his feelings and desires.

This fact alone would not only place scrious obstacles before a 
ational guidance scheme but would, perhaps, make it unworkable. 
The immediate question, then, is how to compile statist cs which will 
1) ps the facts and enable us to act. In my capacity as registrar of the 
-sadnates’ roll of the Inter-University Jewish Federation, I have 
‘ombrated a scheme which, if not entirely watertight, is at least capable 
‘ yielding results. 
' An estimate of the total Anglo-Jewish population is by itself insufficient, 
nee it is essential to know the distribution of Jews among the various 
wns. In the same way, the distribution of Jewish professional men 
and of young people training for those professions, must be calculated ; 
od, similarly, we must know the distribution of Jews among the different 
»orofessions, These figures can then be compared with (1) the local Jewish 
population and eventually the whole Jewish population, and (2) the local 
» nJewish professional classes and also the total non-Jewish professional 
asses. This is necessary because | am convinced that our problem is 
» many cases a local one. 
For all the non-Jewish figures, the lists of the Law Society, the B.M.A., 
the different accountants’ organisations, and, for teachers, the N.U.T., 
ete., are available. These lists may also be useful for estimating the 
imber of Jews in the respec'ive professions. The latter is admittedly 
nscientific, since it will only be possible to go by names. To 


rectify this, I suggest that all local Jewish communal officials, 
such as Ministers, should be asked to compile a list of lawyers, 
ete., and of those still in training, by issung “census” forms to 


their congregants. In a small provincial town with a small Jewish 
population, this should not present any serious difficulty. In the larger 
‘owns Where there is more than one congregation, the local B'nai B'rith 
committee could be put in charge of compiling the required lists. As a 
heck on the figures for students, I am convinced that the affiliated 
innlies of the 1.U.J.F., through their secretaries will be prepared to com- 
pile and submit firures for their respective towns. Lastly, a central body 
must be set up in London to which these figures can be sent. In the case 
f the student figures, 1 am prepared to do the necessary work. 

The suecess of this s¢éheme is dependent upon the willing co-operat on 
of all those concerned, 7.¢., upon all conscious Jews. I do not believe 
that we are lacking in such people nor that they will failus. Finally, 
what I have outlined above need not be confined to the professions alone, 
nor need it be carried through once only but may form the basis of 
periodical investigations. :

Sin,--In view of the editorial comments on “‘ Jews and their Occupa- 


tions,” and of the report of the Annual Conference of the Inter-University 
Jewish Federation in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE of January 25th, we wish 
to draw attention to the fact that the question of the Jews and the profes- 
sions Was discussed at some length at that Conference. 

It was pointed out that the stratification in the professions was 
merely a retlection of social and economic conditions. The problem of 
yeneral overcrowding (both by Jews and Gentiles) of certain professions 
has been overlooked by those who cr.ticise the numbers of Jews in the 
professions, No parent will send his child into an occupation without 
making enquiries and fully considering the prospects of that occupation. 

Jews have concentrated on certain professions, notably medicine and 
law, because these are to a great extent professions where the individual 
is his own master, In order to avoid the direct impact of external 
(isaffection for the Jew, the Jewish child embarking on his career tries 
'o obtain a position in which he will have no direct Gentile superior ; 
he finds an outlet in the aforementioned and other professions. Many 
sraduates attempt to obtain emp!oyment in trade and industry, but latent 
«nt-Semitism plays its hideous réle ¢ and they turn to the professions if 
possible. If Jews could find employment in large-scale trade and industry 
a far smaller number would enter the professions. It is a recognised fact 
that business depression is a deterrent to those who had contemplated a 
business career, and depression is always deepest in the basic industries. 

aa those acquainted with agricultural conditions and prospects in 
Great Britain, suggestions for land settlement at any time appear infantile. 
Let it be noted that agriculture was depressed while trade and industry 
prospered ; it is now even more depressed.

LECTURE BY RABBI MATTUCK 
Rabbi Dr. ISRAEL MATTUCK, speaking on “Liberal Judaism, the 


Judaism of the Future,” at a meeting of the West Central Liberal Jewish 
Congregation, at 31, Alfred Place, W.C., on Sunday afternoon, said that 


+ Liberal Judaism was a form of Judaism which attempted to maintain a 
close relation between religion and thought and between religious practice 
and life.

Dealing with the question of ceremonies, Rabbi Mattuck said there 
had been in the past two attitudes in Judaism towards ceremonies—that 
of the Prophet and that of the Priest. The Priest thought that cere-. 
monies were the chief thing in a man’s effort to come to God. The 
Prophet said that there was another and a better way—moral conduct 
and spiritual realisation, justice and mercy in practice and humility 
towards God in experience. “Liberal Judaism,” declared Dr. Mattuck. 
“while not discarding the Priestly view completely, gives greater 
weight to the Prophetic.” 


Ife reminded his audience, in this connection, how ready everybody 
was to give up a religious practice to which half of the Pentateunch was 
devoted —sacrifices. Nearly half the Bible dealt with sacrifices, and yet 
nearly every Jew was prepared to say this was a part of their religion 
which was done with. By what justification? By the justification of 
the spiritual conscience of the Jew. Not only did they say these things 
were done with, but that they would not restore them if they could, 
‘They were so objectionable. Another reason was their own belief that 
God did not want them. Dr. Mattuck stressed the fact that the future 
of Judaism depended upon the adoption of the Prophetic attitude, and 
declared that by the abolition of the dead and by emphasis upon the 


living spirit in Jewish ceremonies they were making Judaism all the 
stronger.

Chevras and Cemeteries

At & recent meeting of the United Hebrew Congregation, at 
which Mr. D. I. Sandelson presided, it was unanimously agreed to 
adopt the new set of rules for the future government of the Congre- 
gation. The Chairman said it was his duty to place before them the 
unpleasant position which had been brought about by what he 
regarded as a peculiarly refractory attitude towards the Congrega- 
tion on the part of one of the Chevras, namely, the Psalms of David 
Synagogue. He had read in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE a statement to 
the effect that that Chevra was now foisting a new cemetery of its 
Own on the community. That meant a breach of a forty-years-old 
agreement for burial rights with the United Hebrew Congregation. 
It was totally untrue to say that the object of the United Hebrew 
Congregation was to crush out of existence the small Chevras in 
Leeds. It wag equally false to say that an extortionate demand 
for largely increased burial fees was being imposed; and as for 
the plea that males over the age of twenty-one should 
b» included in the returns for payment of burial fees, that was 
only just and fair, seeing that no reasonable administrative body 
ls of any adults without any charge what- 
ferring to the recent law passed by the Congregation for 
& small percentage on the cost of tombstones, that was 
aspect of cemetery maintenance. It was regrettable, said 
lson, that the leaders of the Chevra had induced their 
through a misrepresentation of the facts, to break away 
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and to open out an “ opposition” cemetery of their own, the cost 
and upkeep of which would not only mean a burdensome matter, 
but an additional incubus which would ultimately bear very 
heavily upon them. Such a step meant flying in the face of all the 
work of communal unification, upon which the Council of the 


i Hebrew Congregation had for many years now set their 
eart.

F. H. Muhsam’s Fine Work in Colour 


The first thing that strikes one on entering the exhibition of 
new paintings by F. H. Muhsam at the Lefévre Galleries is that he 
is a really successful colourist. There is plenty of variety in 
the colour schemes and plenty of subtlety in the differentia. 
tion of tones. His colours are concentrated- and usually in 
the lower parts of the scale. The relation in which he places 
them is always right and sometimes thrilling. Next, one 
finds that his composition is always satisfactory. His use of 
line is a quality one quickly comes to respect and bis painting 
too. His power of suggestion and sense of atmosphere next force 
themselves on one's attention. His individuality is strong enough 
to make one doubt the advisability of hanging any one of his pictures 
too close to the work of any other artist and to convince one that 
together they make a family unit. Directness of thought and 
economy of method are not the least of their virtues, whether they 
are. still lives, landscapes or rortraits. I understand that Mr. 
Muhsram is a German Jew who has been working in France for the 


last ten years, and one is not surprised to learn that be started life 
as a colour-chemist. 


Eugene Berman at the Zwemmer Gallery 

Fishermen and peasants, ruins and rocks—‘hese are the subject- 
matter of most of the paintings and drawings by Eugéne Berman now 
on view atthe Zwemmer Gallery. In this instance the subject-matter 
is inextricably interwoven with the treatment and contrives to pro- 
duce a general atmosphere of depression. One is reminded in several 
ways of the cold classicism of Mantegna. Composition is carefully 
calculated, colour is subordinated, line is direct though subsidiary. 
Human interest is nil. These are intensely personal pictures; in 
nothing that he sets out to do does Mr. Berman fail, but enthusiasm 
for his work (as apart from appreciation of its meritorious quatities) 
will be a matter for the individual. Noone, however, can fail to enjoy 
the exceptionally tasteful framing. Mr. Berman is a Russian Jew, 
who has been working in Paris since 1920, He is well known there 
and in New York.

Sik,— With regard to Mr. Askew’'s letter concerning Mr. B. Henriques’ 
outburst on “ East End Sportsmanship,” surely it must be realised that a 
man of Mr. Henriques’ status and experience would not give utterance to 
such fearless statements without very careful thought and cause”? It 
must be clearly borne in mind that Mr. Henriques has resided for over 
twenty years in the East End, and, moreover, is the founder adhd the 
leader of the Oxford and St. George’s Jewish Lads’ Club, a fact that gives 
him an undeniable privilege to speak on a topic with which he is not 
altogether a complete stranger. 

I, personally, have witnessed many A.J.Y. football games, and must 
confess that I was not altogether impressed with the sportsmanship of the 
players engaged, nor was I struck with the fairness of the tactics indulged 
in; indeed, 1 have been present at games where the players have so far 
forgotten their sense of fair play as to come to blows. It is not for me to 
judge the East Enders’ sportsmanship nor to assume the réle of Mr.

Bibliography of Jewish and Zionist Literature,” by Behr and Goldenberg, 
Th se last three publications were issued by the A.Y.Z.S., but, all future

lhrough the medium of the A. Y.Z.S., a sort of clearing house has been 
formed in London for Zionistic literature, thus obviating, for instance, the 
South African Y.Z.S. working on a pamphlet upon a subject that has 
aircady been dealt with by the Canadian Zionists. 

the Joint Cultural Committee have a panel of fifty lecturers all of 
whom give their services gratis, and every affiliated society in London 
receives at least one lectnre a month. These lectures have been arranged 
to cover a three-year course, and deal with: (1) ** Physical Constitution 
of the Zionist Organisation”; (2) ** History of the Jewish Nation and the 
I ogy of Zionism ”; and -3) ** The Work in Palestine,” It is hoped to 
r to arrange a special London course of Jewish historical lectures, 
t be held under the auspices of the L.C.C. Provincial societies receive 
r iv bulletins, which inclade reports of the London lectures together 
with the general current réports of Palestine. 

The Joint Cultural Committee, with the assistance of Professor 
Brodetsky, are arranging for next summer a series of week-cnd summer 
schools for the purpose of the intensive study of Zionism. Biggin Hill will 
be the site for this ambitious effort, and three lectures by experts will be 
delivered during each week-end. Mr, Goldenberg has asked me to 
emphasise the fact that these week-end schools will be he!d for learning 
aud not for j-lifications, so only those seriously interested should 
participate, 

The question of Jewish youth co-ordination has been considere! by 
the A.Y.Z.5., and Mr. Goldenberg told me that they would willingly 
ec -operate with the League of Jewish Youth providing it was clearly 
understood that there would be no loss of identity. The A.Y.Z.S. has 
over fifty associated so-ieties representing approximately 2,500 members, 
Ten new Societics have been added in the past twelve months. The 
Bociety, it seems, has survived the period of “ doldrum:” that invariably 
follows the first burst of ‘enthusiasm so common in most youth organisa- 
bons. In conclusion, Mr. Goldenberg spoke to me in terms of appreciation

heavy reduction in the total of bills discounted, and the further increase in 
investments.

The two special matinees at the Whitehall Theatre,.at which 
Paganini,” by David Wells was presented, afforded an opportunity of 
secing one of those pieces of outstanding individual acting that are not 
‘requently offered these days. Mr. Milton was able to give a masterly 
version of the great violinist, making him as personally likeable as he 
niast have been to have gained so much affection, quite apart from

WHITE PARADE” -Capitol (‘‘A’’ Certificate) 

Proclaiming itself as a tribute to the great sisterhood of the 
nursing profession and the memory of Florence Nightingale, the 
theme of this production lies buried deep beneath a welter of senti- 
mentalism and over-facile emotional appeal. Not even in America, 
surely, do probationer nurses r ceive such self-conscious uplift 
instruction ; and even if they do, they certainly are not impressed in 
the exemplary fashion of this film. This subject-matter is clumsily 
geared to an outrageous novelette of a new “probe” (probationer) 
who pretends to be affianced to a noted society figure and is forced 
to keep up the pretence with the result, possibly aforeseen, that her 
imposture is transformed into fact.

B.B.C. Symphony Concert 


ee A NEW RUSSIAN WORK 


The chief item on the programme of the B.B.C. Symphony 
4 concert on Wednesday, was a work by a Soviet composer whose 
pe music is quite unknown in England, this symphony of his being 
his first work to be performed here. It was all the more startling, 
ie therefore, to find him publicised as “the outstanding composer: 
of Soviet Russia,” and the symphony as probably the most important 
| musical work so far produced in that country of surprises. Those 
who know the Soviet musical world were able to discount this “ blah,” 
knowing that Shaporin is not universally regarded in Russia as their 
most outstanding composer. and that the claims of Shostakbovich, 
Myaskovsky, and others are equally worthy of consideration. Itis a 
pity when such publicity is overdone, as it was in this case, for 
too frequently the hearing cau-es disappointment in the minds 
of the audience. Shaporin’s Symphony is by no means ™ revolu- 
tionary” in either technical or “ideological” regards, and the 
introduction of songs and dances beloved of the Russian workers 
did not alter its essentially conservative structure and content. In 
its use of the chorus it displayed some originality, notably effectively 
contrasted male and female choruses, and use of open and closed 
vowels. The work has a tremendous verve and drive for three of 
its movements, and it is a pity that the composer followed the 
conventional symphonic pattern by resorting to a slow movement 
called a “Inullaby" but in reality more like a dirge. Certainly we 
must hear it again, and under Albert Coates as conductor. He seems 
to be our only English conductor who can penetrate thoroughly 
into the spirit of Russian music, whether it be Borodin'’s Second 
Symphony, which opened the programme, or Chaikovsky's violin 
coucerto. In this latter work Huberman gave one of the most perfect 
performances I have heard, a sheer delight for its supreme ease and 
felicity of phrasing, and a subtlety of presentation that pleased by 
its very difference.” 


A Brahms Evening 


ae One of the rarest of musical treats was provided in last 
‘ae. Tuesday's Van Wyck subscription concert. It was wholly devoted 
ie to Brahms, but not the usual Brahms of the recital hall. The 
, -— nearest approach to the “usual” were the “Variations on 
“§ Haydn's ‘St. Anthony’ Theme,” and the “Waltzes for Piano 
f Duet,” Op. 39, which were played with unusual feeling and 


insight by Vitya Vronsky and Victor Babin. Perhaps, too, the 
group of songs sung by Elena Gerhardt can be classed as “ well. 
known,” but her singing raises them on to a plane unreachable 
by the average recitalist. Undoubtedly the main attractions of 
the evening for all lovers of Brahms were the two groups of vocal 
quartets, the “ Zigeunerlieder " Op. 103 and the “ Neue Liebeslieder” 
Op. 65, it which Elena Gerhardt, Laelia Finneburg, Gerhard Husch 
and Kurt Baum, with, in the latter work, Vitya Vronsky and Victor 
Babin at the two pianos, showed how delightful and appealing vocal 
quartets can be when the works are a master’s and the singing is 
equally masterly. Even though there was not always perfect under- 
standing among the four singers, and the t.o women's voices in 
particular did not blend to the perfection required, all four singers 
and the pianists knew exactly how Brahms’ songs should be 
approached, and conveyed their lyrical intimacy with fine perception.
